LONDON, Sept. 24 (AP).—A 
Reuters news agency dispatch 
from Zurich said today it was re- 
liably reported from Rome that 
Pope Pius XII intends to become 
a voluntary prisoner in the Vati- 
can by re-establishing the condi- 
tions prevailing before the Lateran 
Treaty.

They were loud 
in praise of the Italians, who 
came to their assistance after the 
GermAns withdrew. One Sergeant 
said that to show his gratitude, 
when he got home he was going 
to buy 100 acres and give 10 acres 
each to the first 10 Italians who 
came down the road, 

All 30 men were captured in 
Altavilla or environs last Monday 
and Tuesaday (Sept. 13 and 14) in 
wild fighting for possession of the

ty Prosecutor to discuss how Sulli- 
van entered the case, or whom he 
represented. 

Abrupt ending of the trial 
Wednesday when the stepson, Wil- 
liam Grasswick, changed his plea 
to guilty and accepted a 10-year 
penitentiary sentence, forestalled 
plans of the defense to predicate 
their defense in part on Newell’s 
labor racketeering activities and 
his reputed undercover association 
with certain police officers in the 
operation of gambling establish- 
ments. 

Sullivan, in the course of a con- 
siderable criminal practice has 
represented some of Newell's asso- 
ciates, and most recently was in 
the public eye as the attorney 
chosen by those members of the 
police department who raised a 
fund for the defense of three po- 
lice officers who had been charged 
with manslaughter in the noto- 
rious Melendes case. 


Refuses to Discuss Role. 


Although in the Newell case Sul- 
livan appears in the court records 
as representing the State of Mis- 
souri, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had been engaged in the 
course of his private practice and 
considered that the confidential 
relationship between lawyers and 
their clients barred him from any 
discussion of his role. 

W. Oliver Rasch, Prosecuting 
Attorney for Jefferson County who 
was in nominal charge of the pros- 
ecution of Grasswick, told the 
Post-Dispatch. he did not know 
who engaged Sullivan, or whom 
he represented. 

“All I know is that about the 
first of September someone called 
me and asked if I would accept 
his services as special prosecutor,” 
Rasch said. “I told him I would 
welcome Sullivan's assistance.” 

Won't Identify the ‘Someone,’ 

Rasch declined to say who was 
the “someone” who paved the way 
for Sullivan’s entrance into the 
case. 

Sullivan, insisting there was no 
“mystery” in the matter, told the 
reporter he did not see how any 
lawyer-client relationship could 
prevent Rasch from telling fully 
all he knew about the _ circum- 
stances. In the reporter’s presence 
he telephoned Rasch, and so in- 
formed him. Rasch, however, per- 
sisted in his refusal to discuss it. 

“I have no further comment,” 
was his only response to inquiries 
after his conversation with Sulli- 
Van. 

Rasch had said previously that 
meither he nor Jefferson County 
had any arrangement with Sulli- 
van for his compensation, and that, 
if Sullivan was to be compensated, 
he would have to look elsewhere 
for his money. 

Sullivan parried all questions 
with his stand on the confidential 
relationship of lawyer and client. 
He would not say who engaged 
him, what was the interest of his 
client in the matter. or what com- 
pensation he was to receive. 

He defended the State’s accept- 
ance of a guilty plea, with a 10- 
year sentence, although Prosecutor 
Rasch had indicated by the ques- 
tioning of prospective jurors that 
the State would seek the death 
penalty, on the ground that the 
10-year sentence, all facts consid- 
ered, “represented a fair settle- 
ment.” 

“Horse Trading” Before Trial. 

Sigmund Bass, attorney for the 
defense, told the Post-Dispatch 
there had been “horse trading” for 
more than a month before the 
trial, looking toward disposition 
of the case on a plea of guilty with 
a light sentence. He indicated that 
he was disposed to accept the 
State's 10-year proposal after Cir- 
cult Judge Edward T. Eversole, fol- 
lowing the defense opening state- 
ment which outlined Newell's 
racketeering career, called him into 
his chambers and informed Bass he 
would not permit the introduction 
of such evidence. The defense was 
then limited to testimony which 
would show Newell’s general repu- 
tation. 

Newell, czar of the AFL Hoist- 
ing Engineers’ Union, was shot 
and killed June 2 by his 17-year- 
old stepson, who said he acted in 
self-defense. 

Chief of Police James J. Mitchell, 
who said Monday, the day before 
the trial opened, that the police 
department would be “quite inter- 
ested” in talking with Newell’s 
widow about her statements that 
police officers were associated with 
Newell in the operation of gam- 
bling establishments, said today no 
one had yet talked with her,

CONNALLY HINTS AT SENATE 
DELAY ON FULBRIGHT BILL 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP).— 
In a statement portending delay in 
consideration of postwar peace- 
maintenance proposals, Chairman 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, declared 
today that the Foreign Relations 
Committee “does not desire at this 
particular moment to afford op- 
portunity for intemperate and 
trouble-making debate on the floor 
of the Senate.” 

“My own view,” Connally said, 
‘is that any international peace 
machinery must have the support 
and co-operation not alone of the 
United States, but Russia, Great 
Britain and China and the other 
nations.”

after proposed tripartite confer- 
ences have been held with Russia 
and Great Britain.

Basis for Ceilings Same. 

Although prices of some brands 
in the previous listing have been 
raised or lowered: from 1 to 5 
cents, the basis for calculating 
ceilings remains the same, it was 
explained, the retailer being given 
a markup of 33 1-3 per cent on 
distilled spirits, 45 per cent on 
cordials, liqueurs and specialties, 
and 50 per cent on wines. 

The list issued today covered 
most brands handled in this dis- 
trict, although many brands listed 
are now scarce on shelves of St. 
Louis retailers. Ceilings were fig- 
ured by the OPA on the basis of 
cost data supplied by wholesalers 
in the area. Maximum prices on

LONDON, Sept. 24 (AP).—In be- 
tween air battles with the Ger- 
mans, a group of American flyers 
have pepped up the ancient and 
reserved British game of cricket 
with a liberal application of base- 
ball razzle dazzle which has left 
the English startled and amused.

Passenger Traffic Tied Up— 
War Workers Take 
to Autos. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 24 (AP).— 
Passenger traffic on Pacific Elec- 
tric’s railway and bus lines serving 
Los Angeles and 55 other Southern 
California communities was 
stopped today by a strike of more 
than 2000 operating employes, but 
quantities of freight were reported 
moving to plants in this highly 
war-industrialized area.

E. J. Engel, secretary of the Fuel 
Dealers’ group, sent to the Board 
of Aldermen a resolution the asso- 
ciation adopted, asserting that St. 
Louis and St. Louis County con- 
sumers use approximately 1,250,000 
tons of coal each heating season 
and that so far this year only 400,- 
000 tons of smokeless coal has 
been, or will be, supplied. 

This leaves a deficit of 850,000 
tons of coal to be supplied through- 
out the heating season to domestic 
users by dealers whose insistent 
demands for larger shipments of 
fuel have gone unheeded by sup- 
pliers.

ASSAILS CONTRACT 
TERMINATION PLAN 


Demands Power to Pre- 
Audit Claims, Opposes 
U. S. Aid Guarantee in 


Reconversion.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—A 
blistering attack on present war 
contract termination regulations 
of the War Department and on 
new termination proposals made 


by the War Production Board has 
been made by Comptroller General 
Lindsey Warren in a 23-page let-. 
ter to Senator James E. Murray 
of Montana, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

The sharply worded letter was 
sent to Senator Murray early this 
week as chairman of the sub- 
committee on contract termina- 
tion of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee. 

In an interview, Senator Mur- 
ray told the Post-Dispatch that 
Warren’s letter attacked bills in- 
troduced by himself and Chairman 
Andrew J. May of the House Mili- 
tary Committee providing for ad- 
Vance payments on claims of war 
contractors whose orders were can- 
celed by the Government. : 

Demands Power to Audit. 

The Comptroller General de- 
manded that legislation be adopted 
by the Congress directing his of- 
fice to audit all war contractors’ 
claims against canceled contracts 
before settlement is made. Under 
existing practice by the War De- 
partment, the settlement is nego- 
titaed by the War Department and 
is regarded as final. The War De- 
partment has taken the position 
that the settlement is open to in- 
vestigation by any Government 
agency, but not to a post settle- 
ment audit by the~Comptroller 
General. Warren’s counsel has not 
only insisted that the Comptroller 
General now has the right to make 
such postaudits, but should have 
legislative rights to conduct pre- 
settlement audits. 

It was revealed by Senator Mur- 
ray, in response to questions, that 
Warren’s letter charged that ad- 
ministrative officers “propose to 
use the powers vested in them under 
the first war powers act to usurp 
or to interfere with the audit func- 
tions required by law to be per- 
formed by the general accounting 
office, and indeed to circumvent 
control of the Congress.” The quo- 
tation is from the letter. 

Opposes Guarantee of U. S. Aid. 

Senator Murray, questioned fur- 
ther, said the letter also took issue 
with recent proposals to provide 
termination through Government 
guarantees. In other words, under 
this plan, if a contractor’s order 
were terminated, he cotld obtain 
a Government loan to pay his 


workmen and start making recon- 
version changes in advance of a 
final settlement with the Govern- 
ment. 


On this point, Warren wrote: 
“In my opinion, there is no neces- 
sity for granting to contractors 
and subcontractors the right to de- 
mand such financial assistance 
merely by virtue of the-fact that 
they were engaged in the perform- 
ance of work under war contracts 
and they assert some right there- 
under, 

“It is not to be overlooked that, 
during the period of present war, 
the great majority of contractors 
and subcontractors engaged in the 
performance of war contracts are 
doing a greater volume of business 
and earning larger profits than 
they ever have earned or will earn 
under peacetime operation.” 


“Issue Is Joined.” 


‘Commenting on this, Senator 
Murray said: “The issue on termi- 
nation loans is joined, as the letter 
of the Comptroller-General indi- 
cated. I hope that our hearings 
can bring out the manner in which 
termination raises the question of 
the need of small business for 
quick payment or some advance.” 


“The amount of contracts al- 
ready terminated,” Senator Murray 
said, “is already larger than the 
total amount terminated at the end 
of the first World War. Unless 
Congress acts quickly to protect 
the small business man—and espe- 
cially the smaller subcontractor 
and supplier—the delay in making 


payments on such terminated con- * 


tracts may throw us into another 
war production slump. Failure to 
act now would also mean wide- 
spread bankruptcy and unemploy- 
ment after the war.” 

Murray’s Bill. 

Murray’s bill provides for man- 
datory advance payments to war- 
production contractors and sub- 
contractors, and in this respect 
differs from that of Congressman 
May, which merely, permits such 
advance payments. The Murray 
measure states that such advance 
payments shall amount to not less 
than 75 per cent of the amount 
claimed by the contractors after 
the contract is broken by the Gov- 
ernment, and that the payment 
shall be made not less. than 30 
days after certification of the 
claim. 

The contractors’ claims, after 
termination, are based on. actual 
monies spent in seeking to fulfill 
the contract, and not on the 
amount of the original contract 
order, Murray would have them 
paid 75 per cent of this claim, and 
the remaining 25 per cent after a 
final settlement is reached. 

His position, backed up by the 
War Production Board, which is 
preparing an overall policy for all 
war contract terminations along 
the general line of the Murray 
bill, is that under present practice 
such terminations create a very 
serious situation for the prime 
contractor and his subcontractors.

000 draft-age, nonfathers in the 
Federal employ have not been in- 
ducted although no official request 
was made for their deferment. 

One of May’s subcommittees, 
headed by Representative Costello 
(Dem.), California, said its investi- 
gation of Government deferment 
policies indicated that approxi- 
mately 300,000 Federal workers ap- 
parently eligible for the draft have 
not been called for induction. 

“I do not claim that all of these 
men should be in the armed serv- 
ices,” Costello told reporters, “but 
certainly a lot of them should be.” 

150,000 Estimate. 

With liberal allowances for phys- 
ical defects and other deferment 
conditions, Costello said, “at least 
half of them, it seems, could be put 
into uniform, and that would mean 
150,000 prewar fathers would not 
have to be drafted now. Assum- 
ing that it would take some time 
to get these men off the replace- 
ment lists, if they are on them, it 
still should be possible to put at 
least 50,000 of them in uniform this 
year, with the others being ready 
early next year.” 

“This Jost army of Government 
workers is big enough to furnish 
all the men needed, without taking 
fathers,” commended Representa- 
tive Harness (Rep.), Indiana, a 
member of the Costello committee, 
“For the life of me I cannot un- 
derstand how they have remained 
out of the service so long.” 

By putting uniforms “on this 
lost army of Federal workers and 
carefully sifting the 4-Fs the army | 
can be supplied all it needs,” said 
Harness. 

He said War Department figures 
given the committee showed that 
more than 60 per cent of the un- 
married workers in the Air Force’ 
depot at Middletown, Pa., have 
been deferred for dependency. He 
said the situation “is difficult to 
understand.” 

Restudy for Wheeler Bill. 

In the Senate a bill by Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.) Montana, to post- 
pone until Jan. 1 the induction of 
pre-Pearl Harbor family heads is 
expected to go back to the Mil- 
itary Committee next week for 
further study of the man-power 
question. , 

The administration poll showed 
today that Wheeler apparently 
could count on fewer than 20 
votes and there were indications 
that even he privately had aban- 
doned hope of obtaining action at 
this time. 

Arrangements were being made 
for a motion to be lodged—prob- 
ably Tuesday when the Senate is 
scheduled to debate the question 
—to recommit the bill to the com- 
mittee which approved it by an 
11 to 4 vote last summer. Since 
then a majority of members ap- 
peared to have changed their 
minds because of the golid opposi- 
tion registered by Army and Navy 
heads. 

Public hearings on the Wheeler 
bill ended yesterday after Bernard 
M. Baruch, special adviser to the 
President, reiterated that Gen. 
George C. Marshall, Army Chief 
of Staff, ought to be given all the 
man-power he requests, including 
fathers. 

‘Foreman’ Dodge Charged. 

Charges that some war plant of- 
ficials made foremen of their sohs 
to keep them out of the army were 
placed before the Senate Military 
Committee by Wheeler. He inter- 
rupted his cross-examination of 
Baruch to Introduce several criti- 
cal letters from labor organiza- 
tions. 

Wheeler produced one letter he 
attributed to a United Automobile, 
Aircraft and Agricultural Imple- 
ment workers union in Flint, Mich., 
which declared the sons of super- 
intendents and other officials of 
one automobile plant now convert- 
ed to war contracts had been made 
foremen “for the sole purpose of 
enabling them to-evade being in- 
ducted into the armed service.” _ 

Under  cross-examination by 
Wheeer, Baruch told the commit- 
tee newspaper reports indicate Gen.

HE Treasury reported last 
T aight a “most gratifying” 

upswing in small bond pur- 
chases as it announced a gain 
of 522 million dollars in sales 
during the day to bring the 
total to $12,222,000,000 for the 
Third War Loan, 

Citing a 5 per cent overnight 
rise in bond sales to individuals 
—now 44 per cent of the five- 
billion-dollar goal for that cate- 
gory—National Director Ted 
Gamble said “It ig apparent 
that the individuals, the people, 
are behind this drive.” 

With the campaign scheduled 
to close Oct. 2, bond sales dur- 
ing the remaining nine days 
will have to average more than 
300 million dollars a day to 
reach the 15 billion quota. 

Ohio, with three of its prin- 
cipal cities—Cleveland, Colum- 
bus and Cincinnati — already 
over their quotas, showed most 
promise of joining Maryland 
and Rhode Island in the 100-per- 
cent-plus column.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP). 
—Thousands of application forma 
which business men formerly had 
to route to the War Production 
Board in Washington now will be 
handled in the field, WPB Vice 
Chairman H. G, Batcheller an- 
nounced today, in disclosing steps 
in the agency’s new decentraliza- 
tion policy. 

Field offices now will handle 
ordinary priority applications 
(PD-1A) up to a value of $1000, 
compayed with $500 previously, 
After 90 dayg the field offices will 
‘be empowered to handle applica- 
tions of a value of $2500. 

On Oct, 15, the field offices wil) 
begin processing applications on 
industrial projects up to $10,000 
in value and on Jan. 15, 1944, this

TO EXTEND CiTy’s 
BOUNDARY LINES 


Plan Commission Adopts 
Resolution — Chairman 
Favors Move Even if 
County Objects. 


A resolution asking the Constt- 
tutional Convention to redefine the 
boundaries of St. Louis to include 
within the city limits a substantial 
part of the more populous areas 
of St. Louis County was adopted 
yesterday by the City Plan Com- 
mission. 

The resolution was suggested by 
Lon O. Hocker Jr., chairman of 
the commission, who said redefin- 
ing the boundaries of the city in 
the new Constitution was the only 
way by which the limits could be 
extended. 

The statement brought the com- 
ment from Director of Streets and 
Sewers Arthur C. Meyers that ex- 
tension of the city limits “had been 
tried in the democratic way and 
had been voted down by 8t. Louis 
County.” 

Meyers asked cautically, “Are we 
going to try it the other way now 
or are we going to ask St. Louis 
County to go along with us on 
this proposition?” 

Hocker said he believed St. 
Louis County would not be agree- 
able to the proposition and couldn’t 
be expected to lend its support. 
“County residents,” he said, “seem 
content to get all the benefits of 
city facilities without paying for 
them.” 

“So you want the convention to 
extend the city limits and don’t 
intend to ask the county to sup- 
port the measure?” Meyers asked. 
Hocker replied affirmatively and 
Meyers announced he wished to be 
recorded as “not voting” on the 
question of authorizing the reso- 
lution. 

The commission also authorized 
Hocker to take any steps neces- 
sary to present to the convention 
for consideration a proposal en- 
abling the city to designate 
blighted areas within which the 
city could guarantee for a stated 
period of years that assessments 
on property erected in the attempt 
to rehabilitate these areas would 
not be increased because of the 
appreciation resulting from the 
new buildings. Hocker stated such 
guarantees were necessary to in- 
duce private capital to rebuild 
substandard areas of the city.

GRIM FIGHTING AnAD, 
GEN. MARSHALL WARNS 


‘Public Must Not Be Lulled 
by Successes’—Cites Loss 
in Equipment. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP).— 
Gen. George C. Marshall asserted 
last night that “we face grim 
months of fighting on all fronts 
all over the globe” and admon- 
ished the nation against being 
lulled by initial successes “into a 
false sense of easy victory.” 

The chief of staff, in an address 
for the Army “back the attack” 
exhibit of war weapons here, re- 
ferred to recent actions on far 
flung fronts, and then’ said “we 
are, for the first time since the 
war started ready to deploy the 
tremendous American Army which 
the purchase of war bonds has 
financed.” 

Reporting that Allied advances 
in the Southwest Pacific and Solo- 
mons areas have been greatly 
accelerated, ‘Marshall added that 
“in the China-Burma theater we 
are getting into a position to carry 
heavy fighting to the Japanese.” 

The present war, Marshall said, 
surpasses any in history in the 
wastage of military equipment. 

“No previous war,” he said, “has 
approached such requirements 
the present awful struggle. Tanks, 
jeeps, trucks, airplanes, and artil- 
lery are inevitably destroyed by 
the hundreds on the battlefield 
even when the going is good. 

“So far we have been extraordi- 
narily fortunate, but even so, the 
losses present a serious problem. The 
weapons and equipment must be 
replaced immediately without de- 
lay, if the advance is to continue

WPB Official Sees Further 
Rationing of Ads—Canada 
Using Wood for Fuel. 


ATLANTA, Sept. 24 (AP).—The 
present pulpwood production rate 


calls for further drastic curtail- 
ment of newsprint consumption by 
newspapers, M. G. Sullivan, assist- 
ant director of the printing and 
publishing division of the War Pro- 
duction Board, declared yesterday. 

Sullivan added that newspaper 
publishers, in deciding to reduce 
their newsprint consumption grad- 
ually rather than take a sharp cut 
now, had “gambled” on increased 


risks, 

Here to address an emergency 
conference* of the Southern Circu- 
lation Managers’ Association, he 
said_the “main effort of the War 
Production Board today is to get 
more production,” but asserted that 
“the Canadian situation is the con- 
trolling factor.” 

He said in an interview that 
“there is nothing so wrong with 
the situation that can’t be correct- 
ed by putting a lot of men, in the 
woods,” but explained that the 
need for manpower in Canada also 
has reduced the Dominion’s fuel 
supply. 

“In Canada, from which we get 
72 per cent. of our ewsprint, 
people use wood tor fuel much 
more than we do,” Sullivan pointed 
out. “Outside the cities wood is 
used for fuel entirely. There is 
also going to be a coal shortage 
and that will affect the cities. 

“For a month there was no pulp- 
wood cyt in Canada, only fuel 
wood, if an effort,to overcome the 
fuel shortage.” 

Sullivan, general circulation di- 


rector of the Frank Gannett News- 
papers, predicted that the larger 
newspapers in this country never 
would be forced to reduce to four 
or six pages as had those in Eng- 
land, but added: 

“T have no doubt that newspaper 
advertising will be rationed to an 
even greater extent than now.” 

He expressed confitience that 
“publishers are going to try to give 
accurate and complete information’ 
on all news and make an effort to 
adequately serve their communi- 
ties. Now the newspapers are 
more important than ever to citi- 
zens of the United States, not only 
in giving them the war news, but 
also information about regulations 
in effect due to the necessity of 
rationing various commodities.”

the huge Smolensk front, the Rus- 
sians reported they had captured 
the town of Gorodnya, 45 miles 
southeast of Gomel. 

The district center of te Dnie- 
per-Petrovsk region, Tsarichanga, 
40 miles northwest of Dniepero- 
Petrovsk and 17 miles from the 
Dnieper, fall to one Red Army 
column. 

In the advance toward Kremen- 
chug, important Nazi-held rail cen- 
ter on the left bank of the Dnie- 
per, the Soviet command an- 
nounced an advance advance of 
six to eight miles, and the cap- 
ture of more than 100 populated 
places. 

Besides the forces advancing on 
Smolensk from the northeast, oth- 
er columns were driving on the 
big German central front base 
from the south and east. 

Reds Reach Dnieper in South. 

A dispatch to the army newspa- 
per Red Star said Soviet troops 
first reached the broad Dnieper 
through Novomoskovsk in the low- 
er Ukraine in a drive south from 
Poltava. The capture of Novomos- 
kovsk, near the upper elbow of 
the Dnieper, was announced yes- 
terday. g 

Strong forces of Soviet troops 
have arrived on the banks of the 
Dnieper at other points, Red Star 
veported, adding that Russian 
forces are virtually deployed along 
the great river over a stretch of 
300 miles from Zaporozhe in the 
south to the Chernigov sector in 
the north. 

As the southward-moving Rus- 
sians reached the Dnieper from 
Novomoskovsk, the Germans threw 
in everything they had in an at- 
tempt to halt the Red Army drive 
west of Poltava, capture of which 
was the high spot of yesterday’s 
Russian forward surge. 

“The Germans attempted to pro- 
tect the Poltava district,” said 
Red Star, “from whence to some 
extent they could tie up the opera- 
tions of our troops who advanced 
to the Dnieper from the left and 
right.” 

As the Red Army reached the 
Dnieper, the Soviet command 
announced that its forces were 
fighting in the direction of “Kre- 
menchug.” This is a large city on 
the east bank of the Dnieper 58 
miles southwest of Poltava and 62 
miles up the river from Dniepero- 
petrovsk. 

Thrown back to the Dnieper in 
force throughout the South 
Ukraine sector, it now remains to 
be seen whether the Germans are

A, F.’s big bombers in last night’s 
raiding, swept Northern France 
and Germany and shot down four 
enemy planes, the British an- 
nounced. Fortifications along the 
French coast shook in explosions 
reminiscent of the earlier days of 
the war. 

The Vichy radio, in a report not 
confirmed by any Allied source, 
said that American planes attacked 
Paris last night, starting a fire in 
the Magasin du Midi store. It said 
one of the raiders was shot down. 

The obvious object of the present 
concerted attack on Nazi airfields 
is to put large sections of the Ger- 
man air force out of commission at 
least temporarily and thus make it 
easier for Allied heavy bombers to 
reach critical objectives deep with- 
in France and Germany. 

A number of enemy aircraft are 
shot up on each such raid, while 
repairs to the fields tie up work- 
men that the Nazis can ill afford 
to spare, 

The British alr ministry reported 
slight enemy activity over Britain 
last night, mainly over the coastal 
districts of Eastern England. 
Bombs were dropped, but the min- 
istry report said no damage or cas- 
ualties had been reported.

MILK LIMIT IN NEW YORK CITY

FUE, BRITON HINTS 


Fleet Did Not Surrender, 
Its Future Under Con- 
sideration, Cranborne 


Asserts. 


LONDON, Sept. 24 (AP).—A 
statement by Colonial Secretary 
Viscount Cranborne that the Ital- 
ian fleet did not surrender but 
“moved to designated points under 
the terms of the armistice” aroused 
speculation today as to the prob- 
able next moves of the former 
enemy vessels, 

On that score, Cranborne told 
the House of Lerds in his state- 
ment yesterday that “the future 
of the fleet is under considerae 
tion.” 

Although no official amplifica- 
tion of the remark was forthcom- 
ing, the suggestion was advanced 
that Cranborne’s purpose was to 
leave open the possibility for Ital- 
flan seamen to man the ships 
against the Germans rather than 
be held as war prisoners. 

Cranborne’s assertion caused sur- 


prise, since the Admiralty had} 


messaged Admiral Sir Andrew 
Browne Cunningham, Mediterran- 
ean naval commander in chief, “‘on 
the occasion of the surrender of 
the Italian battle fleet their lord- 
ships send... their warmest con- 
gratulations.” 


Admiral Ernest J. King, com- 
mander in chief of the United 
States fleet, said in an interview at 
Omaha yesterday that war mate- 
rial such as the Italian fleet would 
be used “according to its capabili- 
ties” and estimated that two-thirds 
of the Italian fleet as it was a 
month ago was in Allied hands.” 

French and Italian warships 
added to the United Nations fleet 
in less than a year include at least 
nine battleships, 17 cruisers, 35 de- 
stroyers and 33 submarines and a 
host of other craft. 

The French scuttled much of 
their fleet at Toulon Nov. 27, 1942. 
But the French Committee of Na- 
tional Liberation has at its dis- 
posal, although many are still un- 
der repair, four battleships, nine 
cruisers, eight destroyers, 13 sub- 
marines, a submarine tender and 
an aircraft carrier. 

Under the Italian armistic 
terms the Allies got at the last 
count 77 additional vessels. These 
included five tmttleships, ejght 
cruisers, one seaplane carrier, sub- 
marines, 27 destroyers, 12 torpedo 
boats, six corvettes and one auxil- 
jary cruiser. 

Some of the French ships al- 
ready have taken part in Allied 
actions. The use of the Italian 
vessels must await a decision on 
crews to man them, ammunition to 
fit their guns and replacements 
ready to fit their machinery.

Louis Civil Liberties Commit- 
tee when he was under indictment 
for the death of Melendes, an in- 
dictment which was dismissed 
when Circuit Attorney Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. announced the State 
could not prove that Melendes had 
been beaten to death.

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ALDERMEN GET 
BILL TO HIKE PAY 
OF ITY WORKERS 


Action on — Af. 
fecting 3500 to Be 
Taken Monday—Rises 
Boost Payroll $449,000. 


A bill providing wage increases 
amounting to $449,000 annually, ap- 
proved yesterday by the Civil 
Service Commission for some 3500 
city employes, was introduced in 


the Board of Aldermen today by 
Charles Kratovil, Republican, 
Twenty-seventh Ward, and the 
board agreed to meet Monday 
noon to act on the measure in time 
for it to become effective in the 
payroll period beginning Oct. 1. 

Increases provided in the bill, 
plus those granted Aug. 1 under 
the Compensation Plan, bring addi- 
tional city payroll expenses to ap- 
proximately $1,409,000 annually. 

A total of 58 bills was introduced 
today, an opening session record 
for recent year. Today’s was the 
first regular meeting since the 
board began its summer recess in 
June. 


A 10 per cent increase was ap- 
proved for 3100 city workers who 
did not benefit under the Compen- 
sation Plan. Wage boosts for this 
group will amount to $367,000 an- 
nually. In addition, some 400 em- 
ployes who have been on a monthly 
pay basis were put on an hourly 
basis, because of union objections. 
This transfer will increase the 
payroll about $82,000 annually. Pay 
rises under the Compensation Plan 
added $960,000 to the annual .pay- 
roll. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
meanwhile, announced he “reluc- 
tantly” had approved the ordinance 
providing for a 2cent tax on each 
package of cigarettes sold in the 
city. The cigarette tax is expected 
to add $760,000 annually to the 
city’s revenue. The Mayor said he 
would advocate the repeal of the 
tax as soon as it becomes evident 
the city no longer needs it to main- 
tain a high credit standing. 

Other bills introduced provided 
new traffic signs and authorized 
the sale of 25 pleces of real estate, 
acquired in settlement of delin- 
quent taxes, for $16,019. 


NOMINATION OF W. W. HART 
AS U.S, ATTORNEY CONFIRMED 


Nomination of William W. Hart 
of Benton as United States Attor- 
ney for the Eastern District of II- 
linois to succeed the late H. Grady 
Vien of East St. Louis was con- 
firmed by the Senate in Washing- 
ton today. 


Hart, recommended by United | 


States Senator Scott W. Lucas, was 
secretary of the Illinois Commerce 
Commission from 1933 to 1939, and 
since that time has practiced law 
at Benton. A graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Law School, he 
is 49 years old. Vien died unex- 
pectedly last March 15. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE 
RDIGULES. REBUKE 
ON QUSTER OF 3 


——— Says —— 
Criticism Is ‘Nonsense’ 


and Group Will Con- 
tinue Work. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP).— 
Dismissing a presidential rebuke 
as “nonsense” and “absurd,” a 
House appropriations subcommit- 
tee investigating the loyalty ‘ of 
Government employes served no- 
tice today it intended to continue 
its work. Chairman Kerr (Dem.), 
North Carolina, asserted the croup 
would meet soon to take up where 
it left off early in the summer. 


It was on recommendation of the 
Kerr committee that the House 
voted to cut off the salaries of Dr. 
Goodwin Watson, William E. Dodd 
Jr. and Robert Morss Lovett un- 
less the President submitted their 
nomination to the Senate by Nov. 
15. Watson and Dodd are Federal 
Communications Commission em- 
ployes, and Lovett is Government 
Secretary of the Virgin Islands. 
Their political and economic 
philosophies had been questioned 
by the Dies Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 

President Roosevelt seng a mes- 
sage to Congress assailing the 
House action as an encroachment 
on the exceutive and _ _judicial 
branches. He said thére were no 
findings of incompetence against 
the three, pointed out that no im- 
peachment proceedings had been 
instituted, and described the legis- 
lative action as similar to a bill of 
attainder (sentence without trial). 

“That stuff about a bill of at- 
tainder is a lot of nonsense,” said 
Kerr. “We fully heard every one 
of those men-and every one so ad- 
mitted.” 

Representative Keefe of Wiscon- 
sin, a Republican member of 
Kerr's committee, said the three 
men ‘had assured the committee 
they felt they had received a 
“good, fair hearing.” 

“On the question of interference 
with judicial procedure raised by 
the President, I would point out 
that if they have any claims for 
court action, they can go into the 
courts,” Keefe added. “We are: not 
stopping them. And so far as im- 
peachment against mere employes 
is concerned, it's an absurdity. 
These men do not hold Federal 
posts subject to impéschment.” 

Kerr did not say how many cases 
were pending’ before his commit- 
tee, but Representative Dies 
(Dem.), Texas, said the names of 
many employes whose American- 
ism wag subject to question had 
been. given to Kerr’s group.

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5 STICK TO BURNING 
PLANE BECAUSE PAL 
CAN’T MAKE LEAP 


His Parachute Shot Me in 
Fight With Nazis—Safe 


Landing Made.

AT A UNITED STATES BOMB- 
ER BASE IN ENGLAND, Sept. 
24 (AP).—Six crewmen rode a 
Flying Fortress.to a belly land- 
ing with a full load of two tons 
of bombs recently because one of 
their number found, when ordered 
to jump from the fianing plane, 
that his parachute had been ruined 
by enemy fighter shells. 


Four men had left the ship— 
Mister Five by Five—on the order 
of Pilot Capt. Kee H. Harrison of 
Lombard, Ill., when Sgt. James H. 
Curtis of Redwood Falls, Minn., 
shouted over the intercommunica- 
tion system that he could not go 
because his parachute was burned.

For Devices Used by Axis Agents

Sabotage Tools Produced in Large Quantities, 
Officers Are Told—Urged to Watch 
for Walter Kappe. | 


Devices used by sabotage agents, 
which have come to the attention 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, “indicate they have been 
produced in large quantities and 
may at any time be encountered 
by law enforcement officers,” Ger- 
ald B. Norris, head of the St. Louis 
F. B. I. office, told police attending 
the sixteenth F. B. I. Quarterly 
Police Conference yesterday in 
Clayton. 

Lantern slides illustrating some 
of the many types of such equip- 
ment were described by Norris to 
familiarize police with the appear- 
ance and functions of the devices. 

The first evidence the German 
high command had planned a pro- 
gram of sabotage for the United 
States was uncovered when the 
eight saboteurs were apprehended 
in June, 1942, Norris said. 

The saboteurs, trained by Walter 
Kappe, once No. 1 Nazi in this 
country, who resided at one time 
in St. Louis, evidently were not in 
contact with any organized sabo- 
tage group in this country or their 
entry would have been made with 
more finesse, Norris continued, 


Kappe made “several contacts” 
while in St. Louis, all of which 
are known to the F. B. L. Norris 
added. He cautioned police, how- 
ever, to be on a constant lookout 
for Kappe, now a lieutenant in the 
German Intelligence. — 

From Jan. 1, 1940, to Aug. 1, 
1943, 10,905 sabotage cases have 
been investigated by the F. B. I. 
and other law enforcement agen- 
cies, Norris said. In 1025 cases 
there was evidence of sabotage; 
none, however, of is origin. 
Convictions have been obtained in 
471 cases.

KNOX ASKS BRITISH 


TO FIGHT JAPANESE 
TO THE VERY END 


Secretary Seeks to Com- 
bat Attitude That Hitler 
Is Real Foe, Pacific a 
Sideshow. 


LONDON, Sept. 24 (AP).—Sec- 
retary of the Navy Frank Knox 
asked the British press today to 
educate the English public “to the 
necessity of fighting this Jap- 
anese war.” 

“Nothing would more disturb 
the growing American confidence 
in British co-operation than to 
believe the British feel that when 
Hitler is disposed of it all will 
be over,” he told a press confer- 
ence. 

Asked if Prime Minister Church- 


Si ill’s recent statement had not dis- 


pelled all such feeling, Knox re- 
plied: 

“No, it hasn’t been dispelled in 
America.” 

He added that during his cur- 
rent visit the attitude he found 
here “is the real war is in Ger- 
many and the other a sideshow.” 

Knox repeated that although | 
fully one-third of Japan’s merchant ' 
fleet, including additions since 
Pearl Harbor, has been sunk, the 


in the Pacific would be costly 
to the Allies and bitterly fought 
by the enemy to the very end. 

He disclosed that he had visited 
United States naval units with 
the British home fleet in Scotland. 

“You are a naval people,” Knox 
teld the British, “and the war in 
the Pacific is the greatest naval 
war that ever has been fought by 
either of us in the most difficult 
circumstances and against the best 
armed foe.” 

Besides having a good fleet, the 
Japanese benefit by the fact that 
their main islands lie 7000 miles 
away and every ship and weapon 
brought to bear must be trans- 
ported vast distances, Knox said. 

He declared that while the Brit- 
ish have been “intent on a suc- 
cessful war against the subma- 
rine in the Atlantic we have been 
carrying on a submarine war in 
the Pacific of very considerable 
size and with gratifying success.”

Legion Backs Father Induction 


In Support 


of Dratt Policies 


Gen. Marshall’s Man-Power Plans Fully In- 
dorsed in Report Adopted by 
Convention. 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 24 (AP).— 
Support of present draft policies 
of the administration, including 
taking of pre-Pearl Harbor fathers 
into the armed services, was voiced 
late yesterday in adoption by the 
American Legion's national con- 


vention of a report submitted by 
the Legion's National Defense 
‘Committee. 


The report said Gen. George C. 
Marshall, Army Chief of Staff, 
had stated that 7,700,000 men were 
needed by Dec. 31, 1943. 

“As this figure has been based 
upon a definite strategic plan 
and worked out by experts, any 
authority who undertakes’ to 
change this figure, recommended 
as a minimum for the plan en- 
visaged, must assume the respon- 
sibility for the effect upon the 
plan which may result from such 
change,” the report said. 

Former Gov. John Stelle of Illi- 
nois demanded from the floor 
‘whether that part of the report 
should be interpreted as giving 
100 per cent co-operation to Gen. 
Marshall in present man power 
draft plans. Maj. Gen. Frank 
Parker, retired, of Chicago, who 
delivered the report, replied “Yes.” 
The convention then approved the 
report by voice vote.

He is what the British call a 
“tough” man. By tough they mean 
of strong character. In all mat- 
ters pertaining to duty and to the 
Royal Navy, Cunningham is ab- 
solutely ruthless in dealing with 
shirkers, and his subordinates un- 
doubtedly damn him at times as a 
stern taskmaster. But they admire 
him and above all respect his 
knowledge and courage. 

Some call him the greatest Brit- 
ish Admiral since Nelson. 

“That is one of the reasons we 
licked the ‘Eyties’ and the Ger- 
man subs and air force and won 
this fight,” a British officer said 
to me as we watched the surren- 
dered Italian battle fleet steam by 
us off the coast of Africa. 


The Look of a Bloodhound. 

Just then Cunningham. took off 
his dark glasses with black tortoise 
shell sideshields and I understood 
what the officer meant. The Ad- 
miral has the look of a blood- 
hound. His eyes slant steeply and 
there is a definite suggestion of 
flaps in his jowls. His cheeks are 
ruddy with hundreds of red and 
purple veins. 

Watching the Italian force which 
was the evidence of his victory, 
Cunningham was smiling and 
jovial, but there was an unmis- 
takable sternness in his face. 

In battle Cunningham has one 
motto “close the range.” He is 
mever happy, his associates say, 
unless the shells are falling around 
him. 

Only a fleet like the British, un- 
der an Admiral like Cunningham, 
could have won the battle of the 
Mediterranean. The fleet was thor- 
oughly indoctrinated with the tra- 
dition which dictates that you don’t 
back out of an assigned job until 
you are stopped by an enemy shell 
or a bomb. 


Battle Actions. 

After Italy entered the war in 
the early summer of 1940 Cunning- 
ham tried to lure the Italian fleet 
out for a finish fight in the* Med- 
iterranean. Fortunately, as it has 
now turned out, with most of the 
Italian Navy safely in our posses- 
sion, he never quite succeeded, al- 
though he did hit them often 
enough and hard enough to pre- 
vent them from being ‘any real 
menace to British ship movements, 

The Luftwaffe, of course, was 
another story. 

Cunningham’s favorite story con- 
cerns the battle of Matapan. He 
sent his cruisers out to lure the 
Italian battleships into range of the 
big guns of the British battleships. 
Instead of luring the enemy heavy 
ships to destruction the British 
cruisers found they were ‘being 
overtaken by the swift Italian 
dreadnoughts.

Fight With Luftwaffe. 


Then in January of 1941 the Luft- 
waffe arrived to take a hand and 
the battle of the Mediterranean 
was no longer a classic fight of 
ships against ships but a test of 
airpower against airpower and air- 
power against seapower. 

German planes were able to pro- 


‘tect the routes over which Italian 


ships were running supplies to 
Rommel’s army in Africa and the 
Germans temporarily won the bat- 
tle of supply, enabling their desert 
armies to advance and throw the 
British all the way back to the 
the border of Egypt. 


For the British the problem be- 
came a desperate one of holding | 
Malta, If Malta went the battle 
of the Mediterranean was lost. 

Cunningham kept running con- 


ing one group of ships from the 
west and one from the east and 
praying enough of them would get 
through to keep Malta’s men and 
guns supplied. 

In 1941 came the disastrous cam- 
paign in Greece and Crete. The 
Royal. Navy took the © imperial 
‘troops into those places and very 
shortly took them out again, suf- 
fering heavy losses from German 
air attacks but remaining com- 
pletely unmolested by the Italian 
fleet which had gone back to har- 
bor after the battle of Matapan. 

Wherl Malta stood the ‘Royal Air 
Force, the fleet air arm, surface 
ships and submarines based on the 
tiny island began to win the bat- 
Eventually they did 
win it “and Gen, Sir Bernard -L. 
Montgomery wes able to surge out 
of Egypt and chase the Germans 
back across the desert. 


The American-British landings 
in North Africa last fall made the 
final outcome certain and the long 
struggle finally ended with the sur- 
render of the Italian fleet. 


Navy’s Debt to Air Power. 


No one knows better than Cun- 

ningham how important a role air 
power played in the final victory. 
During the “review” of the Italian 
ships an airplane caught his eye.

HITLER'S COSTLY RETREAT IN RUSSIA 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

HE great withdrawal of Adolf 

Hitler's armies on the Russian 

front has taken on so much of 
the nature of a rout as to rank 
with Dunkerque as one of the 
pivotal crises of the war. 


What started out as a planned 
retirement has deteriorated so rap- 
idly under the piledriver blows of 
the Red Army that the German 
high command is now faced with 
the problem of whether its forces 
can reach their prepared defenses 
west of the Dnieper River and 
avert a major disaster. If they 
do achieve that hat trick, they 
still must look back on one of the 
most costly retreats of history, 
both in men and materiel, 


Already the Russians have 
reached .the Dnieper at several 
points. They’re just about where 
they were two years ago when 
Hitler was smashing them back 
with arrogant assurance. 


The whole unwieldy German 
right wing, stretching 750 miles 
from Smolensk in the north to 
the Crimea in the south, is shiver- 
ing and cracking under the fierce 
assaults. The Russians are close 
to Kiev and Smolensk, strategic 
strong points in the Nazi front. 


Smolensk is one of the impor- 
tant crossings of the upper Dnieper 
and the gateway to Moscow. But 
it’s a gateway that swings both 
ways, as Napoleon discovered 
when his shattered troops fled 
back through there in the snows 
of 1812. Kiev, capital of the 
Ukraine for which Hitler sold his 


soul, is also a Dnieper crossing) 


which is a lifeline for the hard- 
pressed invaders, ’ 

This much must be said for the 
German retreat: Only generalship 
of the highest order could have 
preserved even the semblance of a 
line in face of the terrific Russian 
striking power. Morale of the Nazi 
troops also must have been steady 
to permit such an operation. 

The question now is whether the 
Germans can steady themselves on 
the Dnieper line and hold. It would 
be rash to jump to the conclusion | 
that they can’t do this, especially 
with the fall rains coming to slow 
the Russians down. However, 
we're justified in noting that they 
are in a precarious position. 

Whether the Nazis hold on the 
Dnieper, we are witnessing the 
breaking up of Hitler’s power. He 
is definitely on the defensive, and 
will so continue, with lessening re- 
sistance, until the end. This doesn’t 
mean that we might not see him 
undertake further offensives, but 
anything of that nature will be an 
act of desperation and still defen- 
sive. 

All the signs are that his role 
now is to battle for time—time 
which he hopes may in some way 
enable him to maneuver himself 
into a favorable position for a ne- 
gotiated peace. 

The German war lords know they 
are beaten. That doesn’t mean, 
though, that they aren’t going to 
fight on. The Prussian militarists 
wouldn’t hesitate to sacrifice Hit- 
ler if it would save their own skins, 
but*the Allies have decreed their 
elimination along with Hitler and 
his ism. Therefore they, too, must 
battle and try to find an avenue 
of escape,

dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister Church, on the advice of staff 
officers, to approve the reorganization at the Casablanca conference 


in January. 

The results of that reorganiza- 
tion began to be apparent during 
the last phases of the Tunisian 
fighting, but the fullest and most 
effective results only showed dur- 
ing .the Sicilian and Italian cam- 
paigns. 

From September, 1942, until 
February, 1943, air force organiza- 
tion followed traditional American 
lines as part of the Army with 
three separate commands: Bomb- 
er, fighter and service. It was 
joined in North Africa by the R. 
A. F. Eastern Command, mainly 
consisting of fighters with some 
medium night bombers. There was 
an air officer on Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's staff, but there was 
no real co-ordination. Need for 


this» had become so apparent by 


early December that Lt. Gen. Cari 
Spaatz was brought from Britain 
as the co-ordinating authority, a 
position he held through Decem- 
ber and January. 

A great exponent of daylight 
precision bombing, convinced that 
the Army was not getting the ful! 
benefit of its air forces, Gen. 
Spaatz urged reorganization. 
Three Unified Components. 

The Casablanca conference led 
to the merging of American and 


British airforces into the North- 
west African Airforce, under the 


lsingle command of Spaatz. It was 


divided into three principal com- 
ponents: A strategic bombard- 
ment force, a ground force and a 
defense force. Reorganization was 
still in progress when the critical 
phase of the Tunisian campaign 
called for a quick and effective air 
blow. 

On Feb. 18, the Germans pushed 
the American forces back to the 
Kasserine Pass and were threat- 
ening to break through. The new- 
ly merged air force began to 
operate as a co-ordinate and co- 
equal service. with the Army and 
Navy. Flying Fortresses were 
thrown against the Germans—the 
first time that all air elements had 
{been used as a single weapon in a 
given theater. 

This weapon was used increas- 
ingly until the end.of the cam- 
paign. Our bombers had blasted a 
path into Tunis. The strategic 
force, while mainly concentrating 
on the enemy’s supply lines and 
convoys, had been thrown in, also, 
as ground support. 

The results more than jubtified 
the new set up; the strategic com- 
mand with heavy and medium 
bombers and fighter escorts under 
Maj. Gen. James Doolittle; the 
tactical command, with fighters, 
fighter-bombers and later, groups 
of medium bombers, under Air 
Vice Marshal Sir Arthur Coning- 
ham; the coastal command with 
fighters and medium’ torpedo 
bombers under Air Vice Marshal 
Sir Huge Pugh Lloyd. The strate- 
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gic air forte’s main function is 
long-range bombing well behind 
enemy lines to cut communica- 
tions, disrupt supply routes, de- 
stroy air equipment and fields, and 
put factories, refineries and other 
sources of supplies out of action. 

The tactical air force, as the 
name indicates, is primarily de- 
signed to give support to ground 
troops by harassing the enemy’s 
supply lines and to strafe and 
bomb enemy troop convoys and 
front line airfields. 


Concentration Now Possible. 


The greatest advantage gained 
by a single overall command is 
ability to use the whole strategic 
and tactical force for any one job, 
such as was done at Kasserine, or 
more recently in the counterattack 
against the Germans around Eboli, 
Italy. 

Absolute control of all air ele- 
ments by one man, who is in 
closest touch with Army and Navy 
chiefs and daily operations, en- 
ables the air weapon to be ex- 
ploited to the full, 

Next came, the decision to estab- 
lish a training command in this 
theater. Pilots and air crews had 
learned the hard way, by battle 
experience. There is much to learn 
in actual battle, many tricks of the 
trade peculiar to the particular 
theater and type of planes used by 
the enemy, 

Hence, the North African Train- 
ing Command was established in 
April under command of U. S. Col. 
John Monihan. After a few weeks 
of operational training aircrews 
now are ready to go into battle 
with greater knowledge of their 
weapons and their enemy than 
they could possibly have attained 
on American training fields. 

All these lessons are equally ap- 
plicable to the British. While 
squadrons and even groups are 
American, or British, they are all 
part of the same air force and

Th Germans are behaving like 
wounded beasts at bay, because 
they say they are going to be beat- 
en anyway and just want to make 
it as expensive business for us. 

This is why they have sacked 
towns and behaved like dogs 
wherever they have been, down 
here. In effect, they are asking us 
to do our worst. 


American officers and soldiers, 


who have been captured by the 
Germans and released because se- 
verely wounded, have gotten this 
same story from’ German officers 
and men with whom they have 
spoken. The German is a chatty 


|person in ordinary circumstances 


and the German soldier, made jit- 
tery by thought of impending de- 
feat, has proved to be extra talk- 
ative. 

The Germans have pestered our 
prisoners by expounding their 
ideas about what is going to hap- 
pen to them and have made it 
obvious that they are filled to the 
eyebrows with nonsense, 


No Thought of Decency. 

These talkative killers keep re- 
peating that they are going to 
make a fighting retreat first, to 
the approaches of Naples, then, to 
Volturno, then, northward to the 
Po River, and finally to.the ram- 
parts of Germany itself where they 
hope to exact a tremehdous price 
from us in return for our final 
victory. 

The highest hope of these young 
Nazis is to kill lots of Americans 
and British and, in odd moments, 
to vent their wrath on unarmed 
Italians. Except for outstanding 
individuals and foreigners serving 
in the German army, they appear to 
have no thought of securing a de-

The question of the extent of 
MacArthur's command, and of the 
extent to which his advice has 
been heeded or ignored by the high 
command, drew attention because 
of the statement issued by Mac- 
Arthur two days ago implying that 
he has been relegated to a subor- 
dinate position and that his plans 
for smashing at the vitals of the 
enemy have been by-passed for a 
more cautious approach. 


The statement stirred up a 
public furore, coming as it did on 
the eve of expected big offensives 
against the Japanese, not only in 
the Pacific, but under Mountbat- 
ten’s command in Burma and the 
Indian Ocean, where the end of 
the monsoon season this month 
opens the weather for large-scale 
operations, 


Aimed at Newspapers. 


If MacArthur’s statement puzzled 
the public, it seemed to puzzle 
Washington officialdom fully as 
much. The impression now, how- 
ever, is that it was directed, not 
at the Allied high command, but 
at comments of Australian news- 
papers opposed to the government 
of Prime Minister Curtin. 

These papers had asserted that 
Mountbatten would overshadow, 
and might even supersede Mac- 
Arthur — a. development which 
would have been as. unpopular in 
Australia as in this country. Fur- 
thermore, they tagged MacArthur 
with sponsoring “island-hopping” 
strategy. 

The latter alone was enough to 
infuriate MacArthur, who consist- 
ently has opposed the _ tedious

No Controversy. 


In the wake of all the clamor 
over what MacArthur might have 
meant, it can be stated on high, 
if unquotable, authority: 


(1) There is at present no con- 
troversy between MacArthur and 
the War Department, between 
MacArthur and the high command. 


(2) Nothing happened at Quebec 
to change MacArthur’s status, the 
Quebec conference confining it- 
self—as far as the war with Japan 
is concerned—to plans affecting 
Mountbatten’s new command and 
to operations in China. 


(3) As far as operations in the 
Southwest and South Pacific, and 
the co-ordinated operations in the 
Central Pacific, are concerned, the 
broad decisions were reached at 
Casablanca. Details were settled 
at a conference of Pacific staff 
officers in Washington last spring. 

MacArthur’s plan was adopted 
virtually intact, and MacArthur is 
now engaged in carrying it out. 
Northern Pacific operations are 
outside his realm.

LONDON, Sept. 24. 

HE basic principles of policy 
T to be followed by the Allies as 

their armies liberate Europe 
were clearly enunciated by Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden in the 
House of Commons debate which 
followed Prime Minister Churchill's 
war review. 

Said Eden: “We don‘t want to 
re-enter Europe on the basis that 
we are going to be the people who 
will administer and run the coun- 
tries. We want, aS soon as pos- 
sible to have the people themselves 
run their countries.” 

With this statement Eden quiet- 
ed the anxiety which had been 
expressed by various members of 
Parliament on the role in Europe 
of AMG (Allied Military Govern- 
ment for Allied territories). This 
anxiety had been largely outdated 
by developments which have taken 
place during the parliamentary re- 
cess, but which never had been 
fully explained publicly. 


British, U. S. Viewpoints. 

Some months ago when Britain 
and the United States were dis- 
cussing problems which would 
arise in administering liberated 
Europe, Washington inclined toe 
the view that the Allies should 
undertake the task of running all 
Europe until a new order under 
the “Four Freedoms” could be 
established. 

The British argued that the Al 
lies could not provide enough 
competent, trained administrators 
and urged further that such a 
procedure would produce great re- 
sentment among European peoples, 
who would inevitably blame the 
Allies for the continued hardships 
under which Europe will live for 
some time after Axis armies have 
been forced to withdraw.

A Soldier on Our Russian Ally. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RECENT letter by Edward G. 

Marsh denounced one of our allies, 
the Soviet Union. This letter was a 
criticism of your editorial, “The Seeds 
of Disaster.” ; 

This letter outlined a number of 
points, all denunciatory of Russia, It 
dusted off the Commu-Nazi museum 
piece and displayed it for a new, shiny 
bit of merchandise. This was done b 
the brazen assumption that Russia dif- 
fers in no way from Germany, Italy 
and Japan. Then there wag the asser- 
tion that Russia is more despicable than 
any of the Axis nations. This, of course, 
is‘ precisely what Joe Goelfbels would 
like for all of us to believe. 

Mr. Marsh accused the Soviet Union of 
being un-Christian, without attempting 
a definition of what constitutes being 
a Christian. He drew a picture of a 
Russia that would much rather be allied 
to Germany than to England and the 
United States. Now, it is generally ac- 
cepted that the reason Hitler invaded 
the Soviet Union was that Russia 
had consistently refused to have any 
part of the Axis, refusing all of the- 
Nazi blandishments to become an active 
member. 

Can it be forgotten that a man named 
Chamberlain once lived who did not 
wish collective security against aggres- 
sion, but who sought panacea rather 
in a policy termed “appeasement”? 
Would Mr. Marsh say that England was 
not to be trusted today because of the 
sins of a tired decadent, already in his 
grave? 

It is generally accepted knowledge 
that a bare fortnight before World War 
II, England was refusing a 100-million- 
dollar armament loan to Poland and of- 
fering Germany one billion pounds as a 
gigantic bribe toward alliance. 

Is all the testimony based on actual 
observation by such competent and sin- 
cere men as Leland Stowe, Maurice 
Hindus, Quentin Reynolds, Wendell 
Willkie, etc., to be discarded? The pro- 
fessional anti-Sovieteers told us for 
years that Russians could not run ma- 
chines. Now we discover that dn three

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In a dispatch remarkable for its astonishing im- 
plications, David M. Nichol, Moscow correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch and Chicago Daily News, set 
forth Soviet opinion on American and British pol- 
icy in occupied countries. The most astonishing and 
disturhing implication is that the Soviet Government 
favors @ more democratic policy toward these coun- 
tries than the United States or Britain. 

There are many question marks in Soviet circles, 
as well as in this country, concerning AMG (Allied 
Military Government), set up by the British and 
ourselves to follow the conquering armies and take 
over civil administration. In the firat place, is 
AMG a purely temporary instrument, or is it de- 
signed to exercise long-range influence over the 
future of the areas taken from the German armies? 
Are its functions for the military purpose of keeping 
order until popular elections can be held, or for the 
political and imperialistic purpose of directing the 
course of European events for several years to come? 

* * * 

| These questions might well arise from a natural 
suspicion, from a certain Russian jealousy over the 
spheres of European domination after the war. But 
the Soviet magazine, War and the Working Classes, 
explains its point of view in this way: “Restoration 
is the affair of the people themselves, A program 
can only be determined by their sovereign will for 
defense of which the United Nations took up the 
sword.” 

Here is a mouthpiece of Stalin actually talking 
good democratic doctrine—a doctrine implicit in the 
Atlantic Charter and the Four Freedoms, to say 
nothing of a doctrine implicit in 700 years of Brit- 
ish freedom and 167 years of.our own. While our 
own State Department plays around with European 
Fascists, reactionaries and unemployed monarchs, 
the principle of self-determination is trumpeted from 
Moscow. 

‘The Soviet Government’s main war aim is to 
crush Fascism in Burope and, in order to do this, it 
feels that not only should the “master criminals” 
be punished, but that retribution must be visited 
upon the “brutal underlings’’-—the Gauleiters, the 
Gestapo and the administrative forces of Nazism, 
and their equivalents in Italy. That assumedly is 
our policy, too. Why, then, comes the ringing ques- 
tion from Moscow, does AMG, with its authority 
complete and unquestioned, keep subsidiary Fascist 
officials at their posts, as it is doing in Sicily? 
Is AMG not backed by the Allied armies’ might? 

’ * * — 

Moscow feels further that AMG aims are too 
closely linked with “security for Anglo-Saxon bank- 
ing, industrial and trade circles,” “If this charge 
is true,” writes Mr. Nichol, “—if political problems 
will be subordinated to the preservation of the prop- 
erty values of the Nasi occupation period—it is not 
difficult to see an affinity between such ideas and 
those, for example, of the frightened industrialists 
who backed the Vichy Government in France and 
collaborated with Hitler rather than see France 
reborn.” 

Is this not the deadliest of comparisons? Here 
we are, in what has been called a people's war, yet 
we are suspected—as conquerors—of having so ten-

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der a concern for property, while millions of men 
are shedding their blood, as to deal with the minor 
architects of the war, It is a Moscow view, true, 
yet it brings up a question that should be answered 
in the most forthright way by President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Hull, Even the suspicion that we are, 
befouling our war aims should be promptly and 
categorically denied, if it is not true. 
- * * 

Of course, we Americans and British may well 
suspect that Russian policy toward Burope has am- 
bitious ‘motives, despite all the assertions that the 
Soviets have no interest in the postwar setup so 
long as Fascism is destroyed and so long as the 
peoples of the various countries are allowed to elect 
their own governments in a democratic way. It 
may well be that Moscow wants to make them her 
next of kin economically; socially, diplomatically, es- 
tablishing over them a hegemony almost as tangible 
as actual incorporation in the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics. 

It might be said parenthetically here that the 
best way to keep people from wanting Soviet domi- 
nation or protection is to prove by word and deed 
that we wish to extend to them our own democracy, 
Our foreign policy, however, has so far failed to 
capitalize and dramatize democratic principles in 
Europe. . 

On the authority of what he calls competent ob- 
servers, Mr, Nichol says there is a conviction that 
Moscow has no desire to Bolshevize Europe. He 
says that such a charge is one of Goebbels’ most 
telling inventions. Russia, to be sure, has terri- 
torial ambitions,. She wants the borders that ex- 
isted before the Hitler attack, including Bessarabia, 
White Russia, the Western Ukraine and the Baltic 
republics. This is a question of Russian security. 
She may want parts of Bulgaria and Finland.

care particularly what types of governments arise 
so long as they are free expressions of free people,” 
undominated by Fascist elements and unhostile to 
Moscow. To this, the Post-Dispatch would like to add 
that it learns on very high authority that Stalin 
definitely does not want a Bolshevist Germany after 
Thig is because he fears that, once Ger- 
many turned Communist, the old Pan-Germanic ele- 
ments in Germany would try, as did Trotzky, to 
start a world-wide Communist movement that might 
reduce Stalin's stature and perhaps threaten his po- 
sition.

In any case, regardless of sincerity of motives, 
what ghastly confusion it must be for the con- 
quered peoples of Europe to find Soviet Russia 
preaching the democratic doctrine of self-determina- 
tion, and then to turn around and find the United 
States and Britain, with their historic tradition of 
freedom, flirting with the Darlans, Peyroutons, Ba- 
doglios, little Kings and the ragtag and bobtail 
“brutal underlings.” This ironic spectacle must 
strike them with wonder and dismay. 


Cecil Brown, an exceptionally able reporter, has 
quit the Columbia Broadcasting System as a result 
of a difference of opinion with the news editor of 
that organization, Paul W. White, and the issue 
involved is one which bears vitally upon the whole 
subject of public information. ° 

Mr. White maintains that radio news reporters 
should be objective in their accounting of events, 
should express no opinion. If they were allowed to 
editorialize, freedom of speech on the air would be 
menaced, for some 30 to 40 news analysts would be- 
come pulpiteers, according to Mr. White. 

Mr. Brown maintains that the CBS news editor 
is not interested in objectivity but is trying to color 
broadcasts with hig own opinions. The resigning 
reporter says that if he were to submit, he would be 
forsaking his honesty, experience and judgment to 
become a propagandizer. 

Mr, Brown is not quoted as directly defending the 
philosophy that opinion is a proper part of news- 
casts, and it is necessary to set that philosophy over 
against Mr. White's in order to join the issue. The 
difference that then appears between Brown and 
White is not as simple as black and white; there is 
something to be said on each side. 

First of all, the public has a right to be told the 
facts, just the plain, unvarnished facts, with nothing 
important withheld, nothing added, This is news, 
It is food still to be digested, an image still to be 
brought into sharp focus, a piece of a jig-saw puzzle 
waiting for skilled hands to put it into its proper 
place in the picture. News is not opinion, but it is 
a basis of fact upon which opinion is formed. 

So far, Mr. White is quite right. 


Second, and just as importantly, the pi...ic has 
a right to know the meaning of the facts in the 
opinion of specialists who are in a particularly favor- 
able position to see the facts and to form accurate 
opinions concerning them. This is editorializing. 
It is food digested, the image drawn into focus, 
the jig-saw piece fitted into the picture. 

So far, Mr. Brown is quite right. 

The long experience of newspapers should prove 
useful as a guide to radio. Newspapers have taken 
great pains to keep their news columns objective, 
unopinionated; reserving the newspaper's opinion 
for the editorial page, so that the reader can con- 
stantly distinguish between what is a matter of. fact, 
and therefore incontrovertible, and what is a mat- 
ter of interpretation, and therefore open to honest, 
literate difference of opinion. Of recent years, there 
has been found to be a place for analytical opinion 
in news accounts, through the medium of signed 
articles, but it is usually made easy for the reader 
to distinguish between these pieces and plain news 
accounts. 

The public needs all three of these services: pure 
news, and pure opinion, and running analysis of the 
news as it is being reported. Radio should have a 
place for all three services, and should keep them 
sharply distinguishable. 

Mr. Brown himself is a living example that this 
is so, In the days when Singapore was like a fortress 
drugged and dreaming, its guns fixed seaward while 
the Japanese crept down the peninsula through the 
jungles which, the defenders said, they could never 
penetrate, Brown—a CBS correspondent, under 
White—literally shouted to Singapore and all civili- 
zation to awake, to turn and see the peril creeping 


|toward their backs. His opinion was that Singa-

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pore was in mortal jeopardy; the expression of his 
opinion—the view of a skillful, alert, impartial 
observer—was tremendously important; and if it 
had’ been heeded the history of the Second World 
War might be different, and somewhat less bloody, 

But important as is opinion, particularly at such 
a high level of excellence, it must not take the place 
of unadulterated news, or become confused with 
news. If we could have only one service to inform 
the people—news, or opinion, or analytical report- 
ing—the choice would be clear: news. It is of the 
very first importance that the public should have 
the plain facts on which to form its own opinions 
and judge the opinions of others. 

* * * 


Much of the present difficulty of radio newscast- 
ing arises from confusion of the types of service, 
so that the listener cannot accurately tell where 
fact stops and opinion begins. A broadcaster pre- 
senting the news is called a reporter, a commen- 
tator or a news analyst with too little discrimina- 
tion. Some reporters do not merely report the facts, 
but also comment. Some commentators do not com- 
ment so much as they report. The public cannot 
be blamed for being confused when radio itself is 
confused, 

Just this week, some very good examples of this 
confusion were given in Time magazine. The chair- 
man of the FCC, James Lawrence Fly, was quoted 
as saying a certain news program, which he did not 
identify, was tending “more and more to get away 
from the news of the day to the philosophies of the 
particular sponsor.” Time presented Fly’s remarks 
as supporting broadcasts of news facts against 
broadcasts of news opinion. Fly was saying nothing 
of the sort. He was not condemning radio opinion 
as such—he was condemning the prostitution of 
opinion. In almost the same breath, he spoke for 
more opinion on the air, decrying what he said was 
the tendency of radio to shy away from discussion 
of vital public subjects. 

* * 

In the same article, one of Time’s correspondents, 
Jack Belden, told of an American soldier, wounded 
at Salerno, who said he would never believe news- 
papers or radio again because a radio newscast said 
the Italians lit up Salerno beach for the invaders 
“and we stormed ashore under cover of a heavy 
bombardment against the Germans and everything 
looked like Coney Island”! This criticism was 
presented by Time in the light of an attack upon 
opinion in newscasts. Actually it was nothing of 
the sort. It was an attack upon the prostitution 
of reporting, which made a bloody and hard-fought 
battle appear to be a show and an easy victory. 

Of course, there is no place on the air, or any- 
where else, for prostitution of opinion or of fact, 
which is the evil complained of. 

Let radio give us, by all means, the news, and 
the analysis, and the comment, taking care to label 
each type of service properly and plainly, and deal- 
ing summarily with anyone who deliberately distorts 
the facts or sells opinion.

These 
measures, pending ‘before Congress, pro- 
pose very large appropriations for news- 
paper advertising to be paid for by the 
Government. 


For our part, we wish to register dissent. 
We are opposed to large Government ap- 
propriations of this character. We believe 
that anything like a substantial subsidy of 
newspapers by Government purchase of 
advertising would be a menace to the free- 
dom of the press, just as we believe that 
Federal Government subsidy of education 
is a menace to a proper local control of 
education or to the integrity of privately 
supported institutions of higher learning. 


Who pays the fiddler, calls the tune!

The Worst Possible Master. 


That is why, in times of prosperity and 
social stability, newspapers tend to become 
critical of business, and conversely, when 
there is unrest, and social instability and 
depression and Government policy threaten 
the welfare of all industry and business, 
newspapers go to the defense of business 
and of the profit motive, John D. Rocke- 
feller’s creation of Standard Oil called forth 
the muckraker. Roosevelt’s New Deal 
turned the press toward the defense of 
business.

HERE ie one point about the current 

war loan drive which, despite all the 
emphasig put upon it, may not have “got 
across” to some people. 

It is this: The United States Govern- 
ment is going to spend the money neces- 
sary to win this war, and if we were to 
force it to resort to some form of “print- 
ing press money,” we would be mighty, 
mighty sorry later on, 

The people of the United States have 
more money than ever before in their 
history. 

If they do not lend this money to Uncle 
Sam, while the peacetime consumer goods 
for which they would normally spend 
it are not available, two things are bound 
to happen: (1) the Government will be 
forced to create the money that it needs, 
stimulating inflation by that much; (2) the 
people will be spending their huge reser- 
voir of surplus cash for things they do not 
need, thus increasing the inflationary pres- 
sures by that much more, 

If these two things happen, if even one 
of the two happens, there is nothing under 
God's heaven that can prevent the upset- 
ting of our economic system. There is 
nothing that can prevent such rises in 
prices as would make our money worth 


only half, pay, in terms of goods, what it 
is now worth and what it can continue to 
be worth if this kind of inflation is pre- 
vented. 

Nobody is doing the Government 
“favor” by buying every last dollar's worth 
of war bonds that he can buy. 

The Government is doing us the “favor” 
by permitting us to finance the war in 
this way, and by therefore preventing our 
savings from declining to only half or less 
of their original value in purchasing power. 


A KNOT AND A MILE. 
From Ships. 
OUR automobile runs 35 miles an hour 
(under wartime speed limits)—if you 
have gas and tires. That kind of mile is 
a statute mile, or land mile, equal to 5280 
feet. 

A ship’s speed is expressed in knots. A 
knot is not a unit of distance; it is a unit 
of speed, equivalent loosely to one nauti- 
cal mile per hour. A nautical mile is equal 
to 6080 feet, nearly one-sixth more than a 
statute mile. 

When a ship's speed is 30 knots (a very 
high speed at sea), it means the ship is 
traveling 30 nautical miles per hour—or, 
roughly, 3443 land miles per hour.

MR. CHURCHILL’S REPORT TO THE NATION 


of political liberty operating 


the world that abolished it sinks into the abyss. If anyone has ever 


doubted that political freedom is 


as an adult and reasonable person, let him contemplate this speech 


and its circumstances. 


We are at the climax of a des- 
perate war. We face its bloodiest 
tests. Europe writhes in its tor- 
ments. One tyrant, overthrown by 
his own inner circle, has been kid- 
naped*into the arms of another, 
but postponing his complete exit 
from history. The country he left 
is in chaos. The country to which 
he escaped knows no way to hold 
its people except by ruthless po- 
lice terror. Hitler, surrounded by 
armed bodyguards, is less and less 
visible. 

But in England a man under 
heavy criticism reports for two 
hours before an elected assembly 
which includes strong opponents 
and critics of his policy and has 
the power to remove him from of- 
fice any moment by a simple vote. 
It demands an accounting to itself, 
and he gives it. Unprecedented, as 
_ far as I know in times of war, he 
even explains every detail of mili- 
tary strategy. He speaks with the 
utmost candor, for he has no power 
whatsoever except the power to ap- 
peal to the reason of his listeners. 
And this is the essence of political 
freedom as compared with arbi- 
trary government—that leaders are 
compelled to present reasons for 
what they do. 

Now the paradox of the situation 
is that with no power except rea- 
son, Churchill was stronger than 
any despot with power and no rea- 
son. Churchill is the director of a 
tremendous instrument of power, 
comprising all the men, machines 
and wealth of a great empire. But 
the power in and of itself is power- 
less. The spark that moves it is 
the will of the people, which is 
never suspended for an instant, not 
even in times of crisis. Churchill 
has emerged as an authentic hero, 
a masterly personality, who has 
turned defeat into victory. But 
that gives him no permanent lease 
on power nor does it exempt him 
from giving an account of steward-’ 
ship. 


. > > 
Candor Disarms Opposition. 
HURCHILL’S candor disarms 
all opposition. Had he gone be- 
fore Parliament in autocratic tem- 
per and said: “The record speaks 
for itself and you must trust me,” 
perhaps he would have maintained 
his position, because it would not 
be easy to replace him. But the op- 
position and criticism would have 
become stronger, and readiness to 
follow his leadership would have 
declined. 
Churchill did not try to appease 
his critics. He attacked them with 
much asperity. Nor can one be-

British System. 
HE strength of the British sys- 
tem of government, and partic- 
ularly the strength of the execu- 
tive, seems to me to lie in its 
greater elasticity compared with 
ours. Churchill does not have to 
worry about another term that 
could permit him to finish the 
work which he is in. His test 
does not come every four years. It 
comes every day. Yet this contin- 
ual test gives him a greater se- 
curity and stability. He is not 
called’ upon at any point to sum- 
marize his career from the cradle 
to the grave, to answer for all past 
policies and all past mistakes, or 
to forecast a future period whose 
problems are inscrutable at the 
moment, but repeatedly to give an 
account of his stewardship as of 
the moment, in vivid present time. 
He rests his case on what he is ac- 
complishing and where he stands. 
. * . 

It is possible that’'a man who is 
great in war may be less satisfac- 
tory in another period in dealing 
with the problem of reconstruction 
and peace. That always is tested 
satisfactorily only by experience. 
This gives the people great polit- 
ical security, If their experience 
is unsatisfactory they can change 
their leadership at any time. It 
gives the head of the nation great 
security also, for he is not bur- 
dened with the people’s fears that 
at some distant time he may not 
be as good as he is now. . 


. * * * 

The fact that the Prime Minis- 
ter also can, and is indeed com- 
pelled, to answer his critics before 
a responsible popular assembly 
with the power to remove him or 
keep him in office puts the respon- 
sibility for his leadership upon 
them. And this creates political co- 
hesiveness, in whicn legislature and 
executive are eacn, in their way, 
continually and unitedly responsi- 
ble. One cannot pass the buck to 
the other. 


Washington U. Graduating Class 
Told Not to Forget College Idealism 


Dean Stead Says Selfishness Never Motivated 
Nation’s Great Leaders—149 Receive De- 
grees—Alumni Prizes Awarded.

Washington University gradu- 
ates were urged not to forget “all 
this college idealism business” 
when they get into business or pro- 
fessional life by Dean William H. 
Stead of the School of Business 
and Public Administration in an 
address at commencement exer- 
cises today in Graham Memorial 
Chapel on the campus. 

Today's graduation was the 
fourth to be held so far this year, 
in line with the University’s war- 
time policy of graduating students 
as soon as they qualify. All the 
exercises are considered part of 
the eighty-second annual com- 
mencement. 

In his address on “An Educat- 
ed Citizen's Choice,” Dean Stead 
declared: “Idealism does pay—in 
the most important ways. Every 
important leader in our history 
has espoused the idealistic, hu- 
manitarian and democratic side 
of national and international is- 
sues, political, educational and eco- 
nomic. The selfish men who came 
to power were rejected, even in 
their own time, and none is rated 
as great.” 

The choices facing the graduates 
are between “some organized sys- 
tem of world relationships and im- 
perial or national isolationism” in 
international affairs; between 
“what Vice-President Wallace has 
called the Century of the Common 
Man and a return to unrestricted 
competition” on the domestic 
scene, the speaker said. 

“The nation relies on you to 
choose the idealistic and progres- 
sive measures which will build de- 
mocracy,” Dean Stead declared. 


“All Issues Remain Clear.” 

“On the international scene, the 
labels change, but the issue re- 
mains clear—either we join with 
other nations in a co-operative sys- 
tem for establishing order and pre- 
serving peace or we go it alone, 
either fighting for a big share of 
world influence or retiring within 
the uncertain protection of our na- 
tional walls. We cannot genuine- 
ly co-operate with the rest of the 
world and talk of retaining ‘un- 
trammeled national sovereignty.’ 

“In domestic affairs, it is a 
choice between an emphasis on full 
employment guarantees or econom- 
fe and social security for all us 
against unrestricted ‘private en- 
terprise’ with its unlimited oppor- 
tunity for a few. 

“Our great political leaders have 
all been ranged on the side of 
idealism and progress—Jefferson, 
Lincoln, Theodore Roosevelt, Wil- 
son.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24 (AP).— 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, back from 
a five-week tour of the South Pa- 
cific war theater, eagerly greeted 
her son, Lt. Col. James Roosevelt, 
as she alighted from a _ trans- 
continental plane today. 
Appearing untired and in good 
health, she fairly leaped two feet 
to the ground from an Army plane 
in which she made her tour into 
the arms of her son. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 24 (AP) 
—Mrs. Eleanor Rooseve't has left 
this city to report to headquarters 
—her husband—what she saw and 
learned in her 24,000-mile, 38-day 


journey to Australia and the South 
Pacific. 

“The President safd, ‘Will you 
try to see as many of the men as 
you can, and find out how things 
are going,’” she told interviewers 
yesterday after arriving by plane 
from Honolulu. “I don’t think I 
ever worked so hard in my life.” 
The President's wife explained 
she made the trjp to accept the 
invitation of Australia and New 
Zealand women and to make a re- 
port to the Red Cross. 

The journey took her to 17 
islands, in addition to Australia 
and New Zealand, and included 
Guadalcanal, which had _ been 
bombed the night before and had 
an alert the night she was there. 
She flew 23,145 air miles in 107 
hours, 45 minutes, traveled another 
1000 by train in New Zealand, and 
didn’t count the miles by automo- 
bile and jeep. 

As to American fighting men, 
she said: 

“The ones who hadn’t finished 
their college wanted to know if 
they would have a chance to go on 
with their education; the ones who 
had acquired skills in the service 
were hopeful they could find a way 
to use them after the war. They 
all wanted to know whether they 
would have jobs They took a 
tremendous interest in the kind of 
world we are going to have after 
the peace.” 


100,000 FOOD PACKETS SENT 
BY RED CROSS TO PRISONERS 


More than 100,000 food packages, 
packed by Red Cross volunteers at 
the food packaging center for war 
prisoners, 3501 South Broadway, 
are being shipped today to intern- 
ment camps in Japan. A like num- 
ber of packages bound for Japan 
is being sent from Chicago, W. G. 
Lawyer, superintendent of the 
packaging center, said today. 

The packaging center is produc- 
ing 200,000 packages a month, each 
package weighing 11 pounds and 
containing food approved as the 
“most sustaining diet for prisoners 
of war,” Lawyer said. 

The “sustaining diet” contains 
such items as chocolate, dried 
fruit, jam, sugar, cheese, salmon 
and is furnished by the Govern- 
ment. The Red Cross furnishes 
the packaging machinery and vol- 
unteers to pack the boxes,

Schools Can Play in Pro- 
moting Good Will. 


Local educators will study the

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Little Territory Retaken. 

In addition the Japanese seized 
all the Malaya peninsula, most of 
Burma, The Netherlands and Brit- 
ish East Indies, Hongkong, the 
Philippines, the Bismarck and Solo- 
mons islands, the Gilbert Islands, 
Nauru, Wake, Guam, Attu, Kiska 
and Agattu. At one time also it 
éontrolled, although it had not 
completely occupied, virtually all 
of New Guinea except a relatively 
smal] area around Port Moresby, 
the Trobriand and Woodlock 
islands off New Guinea, and ex- 
tended to a limited extent its con- 
quest in China, particularly in the 
south. 

‘Relatively little of this vast ter- 
ritory has been retaken by the 
Allies. The enemy has been driven 
from the Aleutians and the central 
Solomons, and MacArthur’s forces 
have retaken southeastern New 
Guinea. : 

However, systematic re-conquest 
of these enemy-held territories is 
no part of Allied strategy. That 
would be “the island-hopping” that 
MacArthur deplores, that Allied 
leaders from President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill on 
down have rejected.

late. 

This places the Allied command, 
with its formula of unconditional 
surrender, in a difficult position. 
We cannot promise the Germans 
any particular kind of peace in ad- 
vance, and even though we had no 
such formula, we probably could 
not do so because the Russians 
have not enunciated their peace 


plan for Germany. 


Our only counter-plan is a simi- 
lar determination to fight the 
Germans to the bitter end. We 
know we have the necessary men 
and equipment and, apparently, 
we are reconciled to fighting them 
in their own way. 

Long, Bitter War. 

Thus, we can look forward to 
a long, bitter war in Italy in which 
the Germans will have the advan- 
tage of shorter communications 
and ability to choose their own 
fighting ground while we will have 
the advantage of ultimately su- 
perior forces and a friendly popu- 
lation,

Tells People They Must Build More Planes 
Even if Quality Is Sacrificed. BUY MORE BONDS

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—That 
it would take Japan 10 centuries 
to recover from defeat in the pres- 
ent war has been declared by Lt. 


Col. Kunio Akiyama, a member of 
the Imperial Headquarters Army 
Press Section, according to a re- 
lease issued today by the Office of 
War Information, 

Akiyama uttered the warning in 
@ broadcast to Japanese areas by 
the Hsinking radio and picked up 
by American monitors. He spoke 
in connection with Japan’s cele- 
bration of “Fourth Annual Avi- 
ation Day,” and disclosed to the 
Japanese people for the first time 
news of the defeat last March in 
the battle of Bismarck Sea, when 
American planes sank every ship 
of a convoy of 22 vessels, with 
a loss of 15,000 Japanese lives, 

The Army spokesman asserted 
that Allied air power is “the fore- 
most foe,” and continued that “it 
is no exaggeration to say that the 
fate of the nation, its victory or 
defeat in the war, hangs on the 
result of decisive air battles with 
the enemy.” 


Quantity Called Essential. 


Akiyama indicated that if Japan 
does not have time to develop bet- 
ter planes, it will have to concen- 
trate everything on quantity, even 
to the extent of building more and 
more wooden planes. 

“The present situation,” he said, 
“is such that, if one is caught off 
guard even for a second, it will 
require 1000 years to recover.” 

He did not refer to the Bismarck 
Sea by name, but obviously had it 
in mind when he said: 

“In the New Guinea areas, one 
of our convoys sent by the Army 
was subjected to attack by more 
than i00 planes. Regrettably, all 
the transports were sunk.” 

In stressing the importance of 
air power and the magnitude of 
United States plane production, 
Akiyama told the Japanese people 
that air power had turned the tide 
against the Axis in Tunisia, had 
caused the islands of Lampedusa 
and Pantelleria to be reduced from 
the air even before an invasion 
was attempted, and also had made 
it possible for the Allies to wipe 
out the Japanese garrison on Attu 
in the Aleutians. 

Air Power Main Factor at Attu. 

“Was the violent shelling from 
strong warships the thing that af- 
fected our men and officers more 
than the foregoing?” he asked. 
“No, the thing that affected our 
men was the co-operation which 
the enemy landing units received. 
It was the American naval ships 
that enabled them to land and gave 
them support from the rear but it 
was the air support that enabled 


the enemy warships to come close 
to the coast of Attu. Hence, com- 
prehensibly speaking, the cause of 
the death of our men and officers 
at Attu was due to enemy planes,” 


As if to prepare the Japanese 
people for announcement of the 
loss Of Salamaua and Lae, of 
which Tokyo propagandists have 
not yet informed their own people, 
Akiyama declared that “a part of 
the Japanese Imperial forces” is 
now fighting in the Solomons, New 
Guinea and other “isolated islands,” 
continuing operations in the midst 
of “naval and air fighting.” 


“The question of air strength,” 
he added, “does not solely concern 
the men and officers at the fight- 
ing fronts in the Solomons or New 
Guinea, but also in Burma, the 
China Continent, and the area 
from North Chishima (Kuriles) to 
the Philippines. The question con- 
cerns each of the fighting fronts. 
Here, at this time, I should like to 
impress upon you that this ques- 
tion will be the deciding factor in 
the establishment of Greater East 
Asia.” 

Claims Jap Planes Superior. 

While upholding the Hayabus 
(Falcon) Fighter as an example of 
the “superiority of Japanese 
planes” and claiming that the 
American Flying Fortress “does 
not have superiority when com- 
pared with our navy planes,” Aki- 
yama emphasized the “mass pro- 
duction” of American planes and 
pointed out that the United States 
was “exerting her efforts” to 
build planes that would stay in the 
air longer, carry heavier bomb 
loads and fly at high altitudes. 

“The top speed of one Amer- 
ican bomber,” he told the Japanese, 
“ig 600 kilometers per hour, and 
this plane can stay in the air for 
24 hours, carrying a bomb load of 
five tons. The raid that this plane 
can carry out is worthy of atten- 
tion.” 

Akiyama went on to say ‘that 
“the fact that- the enemy has to 
come to use planes that fly at 12,- 
000 to 15,000 meters has made us 
foresee that the air fighting be- 
tween our fighter planes and ‘raid- 
ing bombers will take place at 
such an altitude that we cannot 
see the planes from land nor be 
able to shoot them down with our 
land antiaircraft.” He told the 
Japanese ‘ people, however, that 
Japanese fighter planes have a 
superior motor, and that, there- 
fore, they are overcoming this ob- 
stacle “by meeting the enemy 
planes before they can climb to 
a higher altitude.” 

The Army spokesman said that 
the need for more planes was 80 
urgent that if necessary the Japa- 
nese people must exercise a “fur- 
ther economy on food in order to 
increase production of planes.”

Probably Not a Single 
Plane Grounded Yet for 
Lack of Gasoline—UIti- 
mate Effect. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP). 
-Destruction of Axis refineries 
bas been a principal objective of 
Allied air forces, but competent 


observers expressed doubt today 
that a single German plane has 


yet been grounded by lack of fuel. 
' The immediate importance of 
attacks on Axis oil and gasoline 


production centers probably has 
been exaggerated, said one offi- 
cial. Even the Ploesti raid, strik- 
ing at Rumanian production which 
supplies much of Germany’s fuel, 
would have little immediate effect 
on the Luftwaffe’s operations, al- 
though its ultimate result could 
be disastrous. 

As for the assumption that the 
feeble air opposition encountered 
by the British and Americans in 
the Salerno-Naples area could be 
attributed to a shortage of fuel 
for the German air force, this 
official said a much more reason- 
able conclusion is that the Ger- 
mans must keep their planes em- 
ployed elsewhere—particularly to 
defend their cities and production 
centers against the bombing of- 
fensive from Britain. 

Similarly, large numbers of 
planes probably are employed by 
the Germans to cover the retreat 
of their armies in Russia. When 
and if that front becomes stabil- 
ized, the Luftwaffe might be able 
to transfer a substantial number 
of fighters to Italy. 

It was suggested that, although 

the lack of fuel probably has not 
yet been felt by the German armies 
in Russia, the German general 
staff may well have accepted the 
necessity of a deep withdrawal in 
expectation of a shortage when 
stocks become depleted and re- 
placement is increasingly difficult 
as the Allied bombings are con- 
“tinued and extended. 
* In the long run, the attack on 
Ploesti—particularly if followed up 
to keep the. fields out of produc- 
tion—is expected to have a heavi- 
ly damaging effect on the opera- 
tions of Germany’s air force. 

Synthetic fuels can be stepped 
“up with ethylates of lead or other 
ingredients to give the octane 
rating necessary for high per- 
formance aircraft engines, but 
lubricants are not so simply ob- 
tained. ; 

Destruction of better than 42 
per cent of the Ploesti refining 
capacity would begin to pinch thé 
German war machine. 

Similarly, the bonmrbing of syn- 
thetic refineries at Huls, Gelsen- 
kirchen, Wesseling and elsewhere 
in Germany must eventually be 
a factor in the Reich’s oil situa- 
tion. 

At present, however, military 
circles here question any belief 
that the pinch already is notice- 
able in air operations. They will 
mot estimate the sjze of Axis oil 
and fuel reserves, or how long 
they may last. 


CHARGES LABOR IS FORCED 
TO BARGAIN WITH CONGRESS 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Sept. 24 
(AP).—The Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen “must organize to 
bargain with the Government as 
well as employers,” President 
Alexander F. Whitney contends. 
Addressing 500 delegates last night 
at the sixtieth anniversary cele- 
bration of the brotherhood, Whit- 
ney declared: 

“We have learned that labor’s 
job is but half done when it wins 
a pay increase through striking or 
bargaining. The very next day a 
reactionary Congress can take 
every cent of it away by permit- 
ting inflationary price increases 
or enacting a bad tax law.” 

Whitney said the unadjusted 
trainmen’s wage dispute would 
have been settled to the brother- 
hood’s satisfaction “if labor had 
elected the right kind of Congress 
in 1942.”

CHICAGO, Sept. 24 (AP). — The 
War Manpower Commission today 
asked members of the Chicago 
Bears to submit written statements 
detailing their off-season employ- 
ment as part of an investigation 
which the WMC regional director, 
William H. Spencer, said would 
not necessarily spread to the other 
seven clubs in the National Foot- 
ball League or to basebail and 
hockey. 

“There has been no formal com- 
plaint filed against the Bears,” 
Spencer emphasized, “but there 
have been inquiries since a public- 
ity release about a week ago told 
of five men who left war work to 
play football. We are acting upon 
these inquiries This is a novel 
case.” 

Primarily, the WMC investiga- 
tion is aimed at discovering if the 
players have certificates of avail- 
ability from-their employers or if 
they were granted leaves of ab- 
sence. Spencer implied they would 
have to return to their jobs if they 
had failed to follow WMC regula- 
|tions, and he indicated that the 
investigation may be steered to the 
employers themselves. 

Elmer Layden, commissioner of 
the National Football League, met 
with Spencer today to offer his 
fullest co-operation, 

“If there are any irregularities 
we want to know about them, too,” 
he said, 

“The WMC will make all state- 
ments,” insisted Ralph Brizzolara, 
acting business manager of the. 
Bears. He prefered to remain 
silent on whether the five players 
around which the probe is centered 
| — Tackle Al Hoptowit, End Hamp- 
| ton Pool, Center Bulldog Turner 
and Backs Dante Magnani and 
Harry Clark—actually could pro- 
duce their certificates. 

However, George Strickler, the 
league’s veteran statistician who 
is in close contact with club offi- 
cCials and players, declared that 
“every player I’ve talked with has 
complied with the regulations, 
There have not been any com- 
plaints from employers.

THE LIFE-GIVING water feeds many crops 
but most of all the mosquito crop. The pests 
are here in almost intolerable numbers and for 
ages have made this all but perfect land a 
breeding place for enervating malaria. The mos- 
quitoes have silencers on their motors and buzz 
in for a landing without a sound. 

They look like a P-38 fighter plane with a 
landing gear at the nose but this is camouflage. 
It is not for landing at all but is a needle-pointed 
stiletto that raises a bump on your skin as big 
as a small turtle. These mosquitoes do not give 
in easily. They are as hard to catch as a hip 
weaving half-back in a broken field. It takes 
one blow to crumple a wing and two more quick 
ones to finish him off.

THEY DIE GAMELY, trying to give you a 
last stab with their nose dagger. There is no 
“unconditional surrender” in the Italian mos- 


quito’s vocabulary. 

The fields are richly burdened now with gar- 
den crops and fruits and you never have to walk 
more than 100 yards in any direction to find 
grapes, apples, melons or tomatoes. The purple 
grapes are not as lush as the American Concord 
variety and are used more for making wine than 
for the table. One variety of green grape is pop- 
ular with the soldiers because of its odd shape. 

Local produce growers are finding an almost 
unlimited market in Army mess cooks who are 
using the tomatoes and onions to spice the 
monotony of “C” rations.

THE APPLES are small and hard and dis- 
tinctly inferior to a half-dozen well known Amer- 
ican-grown brands. The boys from California 
and Texas are having a field day climbing broad- 


leafed fig trees to pluck the soft purple fruit. 
Troops from the Northern states are about 50-50 
on the question of edibility of fresh figs. Half 
of them like them and half of them don’t. Some 
prefer to munch them after the figs are dried. 
There is more turf and pastureland than in. 
Tunisia or Sicily and as a result there are more 
dairy cattle and horses. The ubiquitous donkey 
and goat are also present in numbers. There 
are many oxen, great golden brown-skinned 
animals that look as big as the Brooklyn Bridge 
and are just about as sluggish. They are so huge 
and powerful one wonders why they don't hook 
a hern into the farmer who drives them and toss 
him a country mile. Their horns are as wide 
as a jeep but they are all as meek as Ferdinand, 
for they have peddled their strength for a full 


belly.

THE DAIRY CATTLE are on a grand scale, 
too. Great white creatures which are giving 
their all to the troops, many of whom haven't 
had a glass of fresh milk since leaving the United 
States. The battle against the Germans has dis- 
located the local dairy markets and the farmers 
would have to waste too much of their milk 


except for the soldiers. 
Mést of the farm dwellings are old stone 
houses held together by caked dirt and cobwebs, 
but there are some model communities with neat 
new homes of yellow and cream plaster, window- 
screened to keep out swarming flies and mos- 
quitoes. Keeping to their old ways, some of the 
peasants still pile the front room full of un- 
sacked wheat and permit the chiékens and other 
barnyard denizens to wander about the rooms

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Winter Pears Make Fine Preserves 


UT on the farm, there's often 
0 a tall graceful fruit tree by 

the front porch—a tree that’s 
a mass of white fragrant flowers 
in the spring and weighted down 
with pears in the autumn. They 
are winter pears, usually Kieffer’s; 
a firm, hard fruit that isn’t very 
tasty until it has been stored a 
while or treated according to some 
of the recipes I’ve gathered for 
you here. Pear honey, spiced or 
pickled pears, pear and apple jam 
and pear conserves as well as 
plain canned pears—they all de- 
serve to be additions to our war- 
time food larders, 

A — 


Fruit prices have been so high 
and the fruits so scarce that these 
pears that are just starting to 
come to market now ‘are especially 
important this year. At the farm- 
er’s markets in the last few days, 
they have been quite reasonably 
priced and unusually good in 
quality. In my food closet, pears 
will this year fill spaces that usu- 
ally hold a good many quarts of 
plums, grapes, etc. 

Pear honey has always been a 
family favorite to dress up bread 
pudding, to replace icing on muf- 
fins, and for special occasions on 
Sunday mornings’ waffles. It is 
easy to make, Just wash, pare and 
core three poynds of pears and 
shred them or run them through 
the food chopper, using the fine 
blade. Add the rind and juice of 
one lime or one lemon, depending 
on your family’s taste. Stir in 
five cups of sugar and cook the 
mixture over a slow heat, stirring 
frequently. Unless the pears are 
very firm, 20 minutes of slow sim- 
mering are sufficient. Pour the 


pear honey at once into hot ster- 
ilized jars and seal with sterilized 
lids, no processing is necessary. 

Spiced or pickled pears may be 
served as compote or dessert; also 
they are excellent for salad with 
a cream cheese dressing. One 
quart of vinegar and eight cups of 
brown sugar, are the basis for the 
pickling syrup. Make a spice bag 
of cheesecloth and put into it one 
tablespoon of cloves with the 
heads removed, three or four good- 
sized pieces of stock cinnamon and 
a piece of ginger root if you like 
it. Wash, peel and core about 
eight pounds of pears, They may 
be on left in halves or quar- 
tered, 


Boil the pears until they are 
tender in the spiced liquor. When 
they are done, pack ‘them boiling 
hot into hot sterilized jars, and fill 
the jars to within one-half inch of 
the tops with the boiling hot 
syrup. Seal with sterilized lids. 
Processing is unnecessary for this 
recipe also. 


* *: 

* Pear and apple jam is a golden 
colored concoction, as good tasting 
as it looks. You'll need two cups 
of peeled diced pears, two cups 
peeled and diced tart apples, juice 
and grated rind of one lemon and 
three and one-half cups of sugar. 
Mix all the ingredients thoroughly 
and boil the mixture until it is 
thick and clear. You will have to 
stirr it quite often to prevent stick- 
ing or scorching. Pour at once 
into sterilized jars and seal. 


English walnuts are a swank ad- 
dition to pear conserves but this 
year I’m not going to be able to 
include them in mine and I’m sure 
they will still be excellent. Pare, 


core and alice into small pieces 
five pounds of pears, add 10 cups 
of sugar and let the mixture stand 
overnight. Next morning, add one 
pound of seedless raisins, the rind 
of eight oranges cut into fine 
pieces and the juice of two oranges 
and three lemons. Let cook slowly 
until thick and clear. It will take 
about one hour, and you will have 
to stir occasionally to prevent 
scorching. Pour into sterilized jars 
and

Hot packing igs the only sug- 
gested method for canning pears, 
at least the hard or winter vari- 
eties. If the pears are small, wash 
and pare them and leave them 
whole, otherwise cut them in 
halves or quarters. You can pre- 
vent discoloration, by dropping the 
pared pears into slightly salted wa- 
ter, until you are ready to pre- 
cook them. Make a medium syrup, 
that is two parts of water to one 
part of sugar and bring it to a boil. 
Pre-cook the pears in the boiling 
syrup for three to five minutes, 
and then pack into clean jars and 
fill with the syrup to within one- 
half of the jar tops. One table- 
spoonful of lemon juice added to 
each quart adds a great deal to 
the flavor. Seal the jars accord- 
ing to the manufacturer's direc- 
tions for the type of lid you are 
using. Water bath processing time 
is 25 minutes and you know that 
fs counted from the time when the 
water in the kettle actually starts 
to boil. Remove the jars, complet- 
ing the seal if necessary for the 
type of lid you are using and let 
the jars stand for 24 hours before 
you put them on the cool dark 
shelves of your storage closet.

Measure water into a stew- 
ing kettle, add the lemon slices 
and cook for five minutes, Mean- 
while wash the pears, leave stems, 
but remove and replace bud ends 
with four of the cloves. Add the 
remaining ingredients to the water 
and lemon slices, lay the pears on 
their side, cover kettle and gently 
simmer them for about 45 min- 
utes, or until they are tender. Turn 
once or twice during the cooking. 
When done remove pears to a 
plate to cool. Allow the liquid to 
cook another five to 10 minutes 
or until it is quite thick and syr- 
upy. Pour over the pears and 
chill. While cooling, occasionally 
spoon the syrup over the pears 
to give them a thick glazed coat- 
ing.

T ise old doctor of our youth 


used to look at the tongue. 

This was supposed to give him 
a sort of genera! idea of the state 
of health, as to how serious the 


condition was. As a matter of fact, 


it didn’t teach him much because 
he didn't know what to look for. 

He concentrated on a coated 
tongue and a coated tongue doesn’t 
mean anything. If he had known 
the meaning and significance of 
raw tongue and red tofgues, he 
would have had a clue to a num- 
ber of the anemias and the vitamin. 
deficiencies. “Raw, red tongue, 
raw, red gut” is a modern clinical 
phrase. 

The modern physician is much 
more likq@y to get his impressions 
of the patient's general status 
from looking at and feeling the 
skin. When an experienced clini- 
cian, going through his wards, dic- 
tates to his interne about a patient 
that he “looks sick,” you can put 
that down as one of the most im- 
portant items in his examination.

THE SAGGING of the muscles 
of the face. that denotes Nature’s 
exhaustion, the pallor of heart 
muscle disease, or the bluish duski- 
ness of heart failure dr shock, the 
yellow tint of anemia, the thin 
skin of abnormal weight loss—any 
of these the trained eye sees and 
assesses almost subconsciously. 

A whole new science has grown 
up around the skin changes of 
vitamin deficiency. In _ general 
these changes consist of changes 
in the color of the skin, in an 
increase in scruffinesg of the skin 
and in poor function of the grease 
giands of the skin. 


One of them at least comes from 
too much vitamins. We hear so 
much of people having too little 
vitamins that we never give a 


‘thought to the possibility of get- 


ting too much. We are warned 
pretty regularly not to eat too 
much protein, cut down on your 
meat, or cut down on your fat, 
so why isn’t it possible that if we 
stuff ourselves with vitamins we 
may get more than the body can 
take care of.

THIS SEEMS TO be the case 
with the appearance of a yellowish 
discoloration of the skin known 
as carotenemia, which comes from 
eating too much of pigmented 
vegetables containing carotene, 
the precursor of vitamin A. In 
Germany after World War I it 
was. found frequently because of 
the predominant vegetable diet 
used by the German people* in 
those Years. 

Vitamin deficiency, especially 


vitamin A deficiency, results often 
in a simple dryness of the skin. 


- This may go over into scruffiness 


and finally the scaly skin known 
is ichthyosis. It has «been found 
that many of these cases respond 
to vitamins A and B. 


Still another set of skin condi- 
tions apparently due to vitamin 
deficiency are characterized by a 
roughness of the skin due to plugs 
that form in the mouths of the 
sebaceous glands which normally 
supply the skin with grease. Lack 
of vitamin B (yeast; wheat germs) 


accounts for most of these.

UPER-SALESMAN for Uncle 
S Sam is Harry Sabol, elderly 
tailor from Granite City, who 
has been devoting all his spare 
time, since December, 1941, to the 
selling of war bonds and stamps, 
with results little short of amazing.

GUADALCANAL. 

E HAD an interesting ex- 
perience the other night, the 
first and only one of its kind 
had on this trip. We 
were spending the night in 
a hospital, not like Ernie 
Pyle who lay in a tent where the 
wounded are brought in and lie 
on stretchers and wait for the 
busy doctors-to get to them, but 
very comfortably and sefely, if 
somewhat primitively. The hos- 
pitals -on Guadalcanal have had 
time now to establish themselves 
and, since it is the first stop for 
many of the seriously wounded, 
it ig important that their installa- 
tions and equipment be as good as 
possible and provide as much com- 
fort as is compatible with the con- 
ditions near the front under which 
they still must live, 


An alert sounded as we were 
driving into the hospital area after 
supper. A motorcyle military po- 
iceman dashed by calling out “Air 
raid!” We were driven imme- 
diately to a shelter. They made 
us go in, though many people, in- 
cluding the patients, still were 
standing outside. I think the of- 


ficers felt it would prove to be a 


false alarm, for it was early, just 
barely dark, and the moon was not 
up yet. Tojo likes a full moon, 
the boys told me, and later in the 
night it ig almost as clear as day. 


We sat with some patients and 
hospital corpsmen in the dark and 
two more men on crutches hurried 
in and seats were found for them, 
Murmurs of conversation began 


* 

and one man whistled, but none 
seemed even to sense tension. [ 
wondered if they all felt as I did; 
thet this was just a kind of rou- 
tine and had very little to do with 
my real life, which was going on 
very calmly in my mind. 

Very soon the all clear sounded 
and I proceeded to make the 
rounds of the 11 wards which I 
had been unable to cover before 
supper. Here I looked for some 
effect of the air-raid alert on 
the men, but found only twbd pa- 
tients disturbed. .In both cases, I 
think, it was because they had 
been under a long strain and any 
noise in anticipation of a disturb- 
ance was too much for them. I 
noticed earlier in the day, when I 
was talking outside with a group 


._ of ambulatory patients, and a blast 


went off where they were putting 
through a road, some men just 
faded out of the crowd and went 
inside, unable to take the noise 
and the unexpected flash, even 
though they knew its source. Some 
of these boys go through great 
hardships after being wounded 
and before help can reach them 
I have seen some who had crawled 
to safety in spite of broken legs 
and other- wounds. 

I would like to say a word of 
appreciation here for the wonder- 
ful work the regular Navy and 
Army doctors and the great num- 
ber of reserves are doing. Their 
work is magnificent and accounts 
for the small percentage of the 
loss in men, once they have reached 
a hospital. The administrative 
work, which has been done at 
home, and which has sent these 
units out so well equipped that it 
has been possible to set up hospi- 
tals and to receive patients in rec- 
ord time, also deserves our grati- 
tude. This great business is not 
just- initial planning, which in it- 
self is a great job on an unprece- 
dented scale, but in keeping the

All equipment de- 
teriorates quickly -in the tropics, 
but the home administration soon 
found that out and now a shortage 
of anything is very rare. 
Wherever there are nurses, they 
do a wonderfully good job and 
mean a great deal to the men. But 
even where there are no nurses, 
the hospital corpsmen or orderlies 
are remarkable. They are as gen- 
tle and as patient as a woman with 
the wounded and the sick. The Red 
Cross is another vitally important 
agency for the wounded, who ar- 
rive with nothing but the clothes 
they wear and identification tags, 
A toothbrush, comb or any little 
comfort looms large, and a smile 
and a word of cheer from a Red 
Cross man or woman is even more

N J early days of contract,

psychic bids could easily confuse 
them and throw them completely 
off stride. In this enlightened age, 
however, there is no excuse for 
such “innocence” as West displayed 
in the following deal:

As may be seen, 
anxious to befuddle the opponents 
that he passed up a _  perfectiy 
sound two diamond bid in order to 
start with a psychic spade. Let it 
not be thought that I approve of 
this practice—there is a great dan- 
ger that partner will persist with 
the first-bid suit. But I cannot 
deny that, against certain gullible 
opponents, and especially at match- 
point scoring, this type of psychie 
often is successful. 

That the North-South bidding 
was entirely ethical was manifested 
by North’s innocent four spade 
rescue after three no trump was 
doubled. When South took this 
rescue back to four no trump it 
was of course, apparent to North 
that “something funny” was go- 
ing on. But West, who had even 
more grounds for suspicion, prob- 
ably had tasted blood and now 
was straining for the kill. At 
any rate, he walked int the par- 
lor with another double, and South, 
the spider, promptly swatted him 
with a redouble, 

It was a thoroughly uncomforta- 
bit hand for East and West. West, 
torn between a heart and a club 
lead, finally decided on the heart 
jack. Dummy’s queen was played, 
and held. All seven diamond tricks 
then were rattled off. Coming 
down to five cards, West held 
grimly to the spade A-Q, the heart 
king, and the K-9 of clubs. De- 
clarer cashed the heart ace, then 
exited with the spade king. Weat 
collected the ace and queen, but 
then had to lead a club to de 
clarer’s tenace, thus presenting 
him with an overtrick on the re 
doubled contract.

ATLANTIC CITY TO BE CENTER 
FOR RETURNING ARMY FLYERS 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 
24 (AP). — Inauguration of an 
Army Air Forces redistribution 
center, where airmen returning 
from overseas duty would be re- 
assigned, was expected to take 
place in this resort city within 
three weeks.

Gen. Henry F. Arnold, AAF com- 
mander, said a chance to go home 
on furlough for a vacation with 
his family would be given every 
returning AAF member before he 
reported to one of the three re- 
distribution centers to be inter- 
viewed by medical officers and 
classification. and personnel ex- 
perts. The program was designed, 
said Arnold, to place men in du- 
ties in which they would be hap- 
piest and do the AAF the most 
good. 


EVEN STORKS QUIT GERMANY 


BOSTON, Sept. 24 (AP).—The 
stork, a bird not hitherto noted 
for its discrimination, has finally 
become fed up with the Nazis. 

According to Arthur J. Orner, 
Congregational educational mis- 
sionary under the American Board 
of Foreign Missions in Mt. Silinda, 
Rhodesia, South Africa, storks 
have staged a strike and refuse 
to return to their usual nesting 
places in Germany. Orner ex- 
plained that they usually migrate 
to South Africa for the winter, re- 
turning home for the nesting sea- 
son. This year, he said, they 
stayed in South Africa.

ATLANTIC CITY TO BE CENTER 
FOR RETURNING ARMY FLYERS 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 
24 (AP). — Inauguration of an 
Army Air Forces redistribution 
center, where airmen returning 
from overseas duty would be re- 
assigned, was expected to take 
place in this resort city within 
three weeks.

The program was designed, 
said Arnold, to place men in du- 
ties in which fhey would be hap- 
piest and do the AAF the most 
good.
